Prison  After  DC  Demo 


Homophobe  Kills 
Two  In  NY  Bars

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Nearly 
130  women  were  arrested  here 
during  a  demonstration  and  show 
of  nonviolent  civil  disobedience  by 
over  2000  women  protesting 
violence,  militarism,  sexism,  and 
ecological  destruction  in  the 
United  States. 

The  women  were  arrested  by 
federal  protective  police  for 
blocking  Pentagon  entrances  and 
entering  the  building.  They  were 
then  taken  to  courthouses  and  jails 
in  both  Alexandria  and  Arlington, 
Va.,  counties. 

By  Tuesday  afternoon,  34  of  the 
women  being  held,  who  had  either 
pleaded  and  been  found  guilty  or 
pleaded  nolo  contendre  (no 
contest),  were  on  their  way  to 
Alderson  Federal  Women’s  Prison 
in  West  Virginia. 

Five  of  the  34  women  are  repeat 
offenders,  and  received  30-day 
sentences.  The  other  women,  all  of 
whom  are  first  offenders,  received 
10-day  sentences  at  the  federal 
penitentiary. 

Most  of  the  women  were  not  al¬ 
lowed  to  meet  privately  with  coun¬ 
sel  before  their  arraignment, 
according  to  a  press  release  from 
Women  and  Life  on  Earth,  which 
describes  itself  as  “a  northeast 
coalition  for  feminism  and  ecol¬ 
ogy.” 

The  release  quotes  attorney 
Nina  Kraut,  legal  counsel  for  the 
action,  as  saying  that  “the  ar¬ 
raignment  of  those  women 
arrested  at  the  Pentagon  flagrant¬ 
ly  violated  their  constitutional 
rights.” 

Maggie  Louden,  a  worker  at  the 
Alderson  Hospitality  House, 
which  monitors  treatment  of  pris¬ 
oners,  told  Women  and  Life  on

OLD  WESTBURY,  LONG  IS¬ 
LAND  —  As  GCN  goes  to  press, 
eight  employees  of  the  Feminist 
Press  have  handed  in  a  joint  resig¬ 
nation  to  the  all-woman  publish¬ 
ing  house,  perhaps  the  most  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  United  States.

Earth  that  “this  is  the  first  time  in 
the  prison’s  history  that  women 
with  sentences  of  less  than  60  days 
have  been  sent  here.” 

The  women  were  clad  in  leg 
irons  and  chains  and  sent  270  miles 
by  bus  to  Alderson  Tuesday 
evening.  Due  to  several  “prob¬ 
lems,”  however,  the  group  was 
made  to  sit  in  chains  in  an 
unheated  bus  for  12  hours 
Tuesday  night  while  awaiting 
transfer.  They  were  also  denied 
food  and  medical  attention. 

The  Washington  Peace  Center, 
center  for  many  of  the  partic¬ 
ipating  affinity  groups  in  the 
Northeast,  called  the  prison  terms 
“politically  atrocious.”  It  plans  to 
release  a  press  statement  on 
reports  of  police  brutality  and 
prisoner  abuse  later  in  the  week. 

By  Wednesday  afternoon,  only 
five  women  remained  in  the 
Alexandria  jail  and  30  in 
Arlington.  The  five  women  are 
due  to  be  transferred  to  Arlington. 
In  Arlington  County,  the  women 
are  being  held  en  masse  in  the  gym 
next  door  to  the  jail. 

According  to  reports,  many  of 
the  women  still  being  held  are 
fasting,  though  the  Arlington 
County  jail  began  on  Wednesday 
evening  to  provide  a  vegetarian 
diet  as  requested  by  most  of  the 
women. 

Those  who  have  already  been 
released  have  reportedly  been 
arraigned  in  either  Arlington  or 
Aexandria  counties  or  the  district, 
have  paid  their  fines,  or  have  been 
found  not  guilty. 

The  demonstration  and  civil 
disobedience  at  which  the  arrests 
were  made  followed  a  march  by 
the  2000  women  from  Arlington 
National  Cemetary  past  the  grave¬ 


time)  while  continuing  to  draw  the 
same  salary  as  the  1 8  full-time  staff 
—  $12,000. 

Carter  added  that  a  man,  Allen 
MacGregor,  who  was  hired  as  a 
part-time  marketing  consultant 
this  fall  has  wound  up  making 
$100  per  day  and  “has  ids  fingers 
in  all  departments  .  ;  .  because,  he 
says,  he’s  the  expert  .  .  .  [H]e  is 
now  saying  that  all  the  love  and 
commitment  to  [maintaining]  a 
feminist  workplace  [on  which  we 
operated  for  10  years]  are  not 
economically  feasible  and  we  have 
to  become  more  hierarchical.” 

Carter,  who  is  remaining  with 
the  press  “to  continue  the  struggle 
to  make  it  a  feminist  workplace 
again,”  says  that  the  women  who 
did  not  quit  “are  not  all  unsym¬ 
pathetic”  who  those  who  left.

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  The  U.S. 
Army  has  admitted  it  acted 
wrongly  in  denying  a  civilian 
employee  a  security  clearance 
because  he  told  them  he  is  gay,  and 
will  rewrite  its  regulations  to 
stipulate  that  homosexuality  alone 
is  not  sufficient  reason  for  denying 
such  clearances. 

In  an  out-of-court  settlement, 
the  Army  agreed  to  pay  $10,000  to 
Warren  Preston,  a  41 -year-old 
graphic  designer,  “for  the 
economic  loss  and  psychological 
humilation”  of  losing  the  security 
clearance  he  had  for  12  years  with 
GTE  Sylvania,  where  he  works  on 
government  contracts. 

The  Army  will  also  tell  GTE 
Sylvania  that  “the  Army’s 
determination  . . .  that  plaintiff 
did  not  meet  the  criteria  ...  for 
access  to  sensitive  compartmented 
information  was  in  error  and  has 
been  expunged.  Should  the  need 
arise  for  Mr.  Preston  to  obtain 
access  to  sensitive  compartmented 
information,  the  Army  will  re¬ 
evaluate  his  fitness  for  such  access

NEW  YORK  —  At  least  21 
Cuban  refugee  women  are  being 
held  virtually  incommunicado  and 
without  criminal  charges  against 
them  at  a  federal  jail  in  Man¬ 
hattan.  Fifteen  of  those  women 
are  awaiting  the  results  of  a  law¬ 
suit  filed  on  their  behalf,  and 
seven  are  in  legal  limbo 
until  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  (INS)  holds 
hearings  to  determine  whether 
they  should  be  excluded  from  this 
country.

NEW  YORK  —  A  man  who  al¬ 
ready  has  a  long  criminal  record 
went  on  a  shooting  spree  Wednes¬ 
day  night,  November  19,  outside 
the  Ramrod  and  Sneakers  bars  in 
the  Greenwich  Village  area  here, 
killing  two  people  and  injuring  six 
others. 

According  to  witnesses,  the 
sniper,  identified  by  New  York 
police  as  Ronald  Crumpley,  was 
shouting  such  anti-gay  statements 
as  “Homosexuals  are  the  cause  of 
all  our  problems”  at  the  time  of 
the  shooting. 

According  to  a  report  in  the 
New  York  Post,  one  of  the  vic¬ 
tims,  George  Wenz,  21,  died  in  St. 
Vincent’s  Hospital  early  Thursday 
morning  after  doctors  struggled 
through  the  night  to  save  him.  The 
other  man,  who  died  immediately, 
was  not  identified. 

Crumpley,  whom  the  Post 
called  “an  unemployed  truck- 
driver  and  son  of  a  well-to-do  New 
Rochelle  minister”  who  is  “mar¬ 
ried  and  the  father  of  two,”  was 
captured  in  a  wild  auto  chase  by 
police  and  the  FBI  soon  after  the 
shootings. 

Det.  Tom  Sobota  quoted 
Crumpley  as  telling  him  calmly 
after  the  capture,  “I’ll  kill  them 
all,  the  gays.  They  ruin 


without  regard  to  the  prior 
revocation  ...” 

Preston  filed  suit  in  U.S. 
District  Court  earlier  this  year, 
charging  that  the  Army  lifted  his 
“sensitive  compartmented  infor¬ 
mation”  (SCI)  clearance  without 
allowing  him  due  process  of  the 
law  and  on  insufficient  grounds. 

Preston’s  attorney,  Steven 
Mayer,  who  is  associated  with  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union  of 
Northern  California  (ACLUNC), 
said  that  the  settlement  requires 
that  the  Army  not  discriminate 
against  Preston  if  he  reapplies  for 
a  job  which  would  bring  him  into 
contact  with  sensitive  compart¬ 
mented  information.  The  set¬ 
tlement  also  stipulates  that  the 
Amy  must  rewrite  its  regulation 
to  specify  that  homosexuality 
alone  is  not  sufficient  reason  for 
denying  a  clearance  to  a  civilian 
working  on  a  government 
contract. 

The  Amy  also  admitted  that, 
with  respect  to  civilian  applicants 
for  “sensitive”  jobs,  its  rejection 
procedure  does  not  meet  the  con- 


Education  Fund,  the  New  York 
Civil  Liberties  Union  and 
Brooklyn  Legal  Services  filed  suit

everything.” 

Police  found  four  guns  in 
Crumpley’s  car:  a  .357  magnum 
handgun,  a  .45  caliber  automatic 
pistol,  and  an  Uze  submachine 
gun. 

Det.  Sal  Mazzolla  told  the  Post 
that  Crumpley  told  him  that  he 
had  stolen  the  weapons  with  the 
idea  of  killing  homosexuals. 

As  GCN  went  to  press  a  demon¬ 
stration  was  being  planned  by  the 
Coalition  for  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Rights  (CLGR)  for  the  night  fol¬ 
lowing  the  shooting.  Andy  Humm 
of  CLGR  told  GCN  that  the 
demonstration  would  focus  on 
three  major  issues:  making  people 
more  aware  of  continuing  violence 
against  lesbians  and  gay  men;  call¬ 
ing  for  passage  of  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  legislation  in  New  York;  and 
calling  for  more  police  protection. 

Humm  said  that  opposition  to 
the  lesbian  and  gay  rights  bill  has 
been  spearheaded  by  the  Ach- 
diocese  of  New  York  and  the  Or¬ 
thodox  Jewish  community,  and, 
he  says,  that  has  contributed  to  the 
atmosphere  of  violence  against  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  males. 

In  the  meantime,  Humm  said 
that  CLGR  will  be  having  people 
keep  a  close  watch  on  the  trial  of 
the  attacker  to  “make  sure  justice 
is  done.” 


stitutional  standard  of  due  process 
and  it  must  now  change  the 
regulations  that  define  that 
procedure. 

“The  Amy  will  change  its 
policy,”  said  Mayer,  “so  that  it  no 
longer  revokes  or  denies  SCI 
access  without  informing  [the 
applicant]  of  the  reasons  why  and 
without  giving  [the  applicant]  the 
opportunity  to  submit  evidence  [in 
self-defense].  .  .  .

GCN  that  she  was  “surprised”

open  up  the  door 

MILWAUKEE,  Wl  —  The  U.S.  Army  has  decided 
to  drop  its  appeal  of  a  decision  by  a  federal  district 
court  judge  here  who  ruled  that  the  army  could  not 
discharge  Miriam  Ben  Shalom  simply  because  of  her 
lesbianism  (see  GCN,  Vol.  7,  No.  44). 

In  that  decision,  Judge  Terrance  Evans  ruled  that 
the  Army’s  regulation  banning  lesbians  and  gay  men 
is  unconstitutional. 

Ben  Shalom  told  GCN  that  she  would  most  likely 
be  reinstated  sometime  within  30  days  of  the 
November  11  decision.  She  expected  to  be  given  her 
former  rank  of  drill  sergeant  and  awarded  back  pay. 
“Washington  agrees  that  I’m  entitled  to  back  pay,” 
she  told  GCN.  “But  if  the  local  [Army]  unit  decides 
they  don’t  want  to  pay  me,  we  may  have  to  sue  for 
back  pay.” 

“It’s  a  minor  miracle  that  the  Army  decided  not 
to  continue  with  the  case,”  Ben  Shalom  said.  “Ap¬ 
parently  they  thought  our  case  was  just  so  strong 
they  decided  to  leave  well  enough  alone.” 

Ben  Shalom  was  discharged  from  the  84th  Army 
Reserve  unit  here  in  1976  for  “publicly  admitting”  her 
lesbianism,  although,  as  Evans  said  in  his  ruling,  she 
was  not  only  a  “suitable  . . .  but  exemplary”  soldier. 

She  pointed  out  that  Evans’  ruling  is  the  only  one 
which  declares  military  regulations  banning  homo¬ 
sexuals  to  be  unconstitutional.  “Now  we  have  a  deci¬ 
sion  we  can  use  to  fight  back  in  other  areas  . . .  This 
is  the  key  that  may  open  up  the  door.” 

Ben  Shalom’s  legal  defense  fund  is  still  accept¬ 
ing  contributions  to  pay  for  her  legal  expenses  of  the 
past  four  years  of  litigation.  Contributions  to  the 
fund,  set  up  by  m, embers  of  the  Gay  People’s  Union  of 
Milwaukee,  are  tax-deductible.  Checks  may  be  made 
out  to  GPU  with  a  memo  notation  to  Miriam  Ben 
Shalom,  and  sent  to  Gay  People’s  Union  or  GPU,  1568 
North  Farwell  Ave.,  Milwaukee,  Wl  53202. 


good  gray  lady  loosens  up 

NEW  YORK  —  The  New  York  Times,  ignoring  its 
own  style  guidelines  has  for  the  first  time  printed  a 
headline  referring  to  homosexuals  as  "gays.” 

In  the  edition  published  Sunday,  November  16, 
the  newspaper  known  as  the  “Good  Gray  Lady”  be¬ 
cause  of  its  conservative  policies  printed  a  headline 
reading,  “Army  Allows  Clearances  to  Gays.” 

In  the  Times’  own  Manual  of  Style  and  Usage, 
printed  in  1979,  however,  Lewis  Jordan,  the  Times’ 
news  editor,  warns  reporters  and  editors,  “Do  not  use 
[gay]  as  a  synonym  for  homosexual  unless  it  appears 
in  the  formal,  capitalized  name  of  an  organization  or 
in  quoted  matter.” 

Looks  like  either  somebody  slipped  up  or  the 
Times  is  loosening  up. 


hit  list 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  National  Conser¬ 
vative  Political  Action  Committee  (NCPAC),  a  major 
New  Right  organization,  has  released  a  list  of  20 
liberal-to-moderate  senators  it  plans  to  target  for 
defeat  in  the  1982  elections. 

NCPAC  spent  $1.2  million  to  campaign  against 
22  senators  during  the  1980  campaigns;  according  to 
chair  Terry  Dolan,  16  of  those  senators  were 
defeated,  including  George  McGovern  of  South' 
Dakota,  Birch  Bayh  of  Indiana,  and  John  Durkin  of 
New  Hampshire  (see  GCN,  Vol.  8,  No.  17). 

The  new  NCPAC  “hit  list”  includes  17 
Democrats  and  three  Republicans.  Senators  men¬ 
tioned  include  Democrats  Edward  Kennedy  of 
Massachusetts,  Don  Riegle  of  Michigan,  Howard 
Metzenbaum  of  Ohio,  Paul  Sarbanes  of  Maryland, 
Harrison  Williams  of  New  Jersey,  Henry  Jackson  of 
Washington,  Quentin  Burdick  of  North  Dakota, 
Daniel  P.  Moynihan  of  New  York,  John  Melcher  of 
Montana,  Spark  Matsunaga  of  Hawaii,  William  Prox- 
mire  of  Wisconsin,  Robert  Byrd  of  West  Virginia,  Jim 
Sasser  of  Tennessee,  Howard  Cannon  of  Nevada, 
Dennis  DeConcini  of  Arizona,  Lloyd  Bentsen  of  Texas 
and  Lawton  Chiles  of  Florida,  as  well  as  Republicans 
Robert  Stafford  of  Vermont,  John  Chaffee  of  Rhode 
Island  and  Lowell  Weicker  of  Connecticut. 

Dolan  said  the  list  is  not  a  final  one;  NCPAC  will 
decide  which  senators  to  focus  on  after  it  has  a 
chance  to  analyze  polling  data  and  survey  its  400,000 
contributors. 

“I  think  people  may  be  chuckling  to  see  Ted  Ken¬ 
nedy’s  name  on  this  list,  but  for  a  variety  of  reasons 
he  very  well  might  be  one  of  our  final  targets,”  Dolan 
said.  “It  would  be  a  rather  dramatic  blow  to  liberalism 
if.  the  most  liberal  senator  in  the  United  States, 
representing  the  most  liberal  state  in  the  country, 
were  defeated  for  reelection.”

a  common  bawdy  house 

OTTAWA  —  The  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  has 
refused  to  hear  the  appeal  of  five  men  accused  of 
keeping  the  Barracks,  a  Toronto  gay  bath  house,  “as 
a  common  bawdy  house.”  The  ruling  November  17 
means  the  accused  will  be  tried  before  an  Ontario 
provincial  court  judge. 

Canada’s  highest  court  upheld  a  magistrate’s 
decision  to  uphold  the  bawdy  house  statute,  which 
refuses  the  men  a  jury  trial.  Among  the  accused  was 
George  Hislop,  recent  Toronto  aldermanic  candidate, 
who  told  GCN,  “I  thought  that  that  was  a  violation  of 
my  rights  going  as  far  back  as  the  Magna  Carta.” 

The  accused  had  also  argued  that  the  charge 
was  void  because  of  vagueness,  but  the  court  had 
ruled  there  was  sufficient  case  law  to  establish  what 
an  act  of  indecency  was. 


bring  back  mccarthy 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  A  New  Right  research 
group  has  called  for  stepped-up  activities  against 
radicals  and  dissidents  and  a  revival  of  congressional 
“internal  security  committees”  as  part  of  a  blueprint 
for  conservative  policies  that  it  presented  to  top 
officials  of  the  transition  team  of  President-elect 
Ronald  Reagan. 

“The  threat  to  the  internal  security  of  the 
Republic  is  greater  today  than  at  any  time  since 
World  War  II,”  said  the  report  prepared  by  the  Heri¬ 
tage  Foundation,  a  New  Right  organization  whose 
members  include  computer  wizard  Richard  Viguerie 
and  others. 

The  most  well-known  of  the  congressional 
“internal  security  committees”  was  the  House  Un- 
American  Activities  Committee  (HUAC),  which  during 
the  1950s  conducted  its  infamous  hearings  on  al¬ 
leged  “communist  infiltration”  of  the  government, 
labor  unions,  and  other  areas  of  American  life. 

The  committee  also  sought  out  closeted  gay  per¬ 
sons,  whom  it  characterized  as  “perverts,”  in  govern¬ 
mental  employ. 

HUAC,  its  name  since  changed  to  the  House 
Internal  Security  Committee,  was  disbanded  in  1975 
and  the  Senate  Judiciary  subcommittee  on  Internal 
Security  was  abolished  in  1978. 

The  Heritage  Foundation  also  called  for  ending 
restrictions  that  ban  mail  openings  by  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI),  require  prior  approval 
from  the  President  and  Attorney  General  before  the 
FBI  can  conduct  break-ins,  and  only  permit  inves¬ 
tigation  of  political  groups  when  they  are  suspected 
of  criminal  activity. 

“Many  of  the  current  restrictions  on 
internal  security  functions  arosp  from  legitimate  but 
often  poorly  informed  concern  for  the  civil  liberties  of 
the  citizen  and  the  responsibility  of  the  government,” 
the  report  Said.  “While  these  are  legitimate  concerns, 
it  is  axiomatic  that  individual  liberties  are  secondary 
to  the  requirement  of  national  security  and  internal 
civil  order.” 

Edwin  Meese  III,  counsel  to  Reagan’s  transition 
team,  commented  only  that  the  report  had  “no  of¬ 
ficial  status,”  and  noted  that  “we’re  paying  attention 
to  a  lot  of  different  reports.” 


anita  gives  up 

NEW  YORK  —  Anita  Bryant,  in  the  first  interview 
after  her  divorce,  told  the  Ladies’  Home  Journal  that 
she  can  now  “better  understand  the  gays’  and  femin¬ 
ists’  anger  and  frustration.” 

Detailing  her  problems  with  her  marriage  to 
former  disc  jockey  Bob  Green,  her  campaign  against 
a  lesbian  and  gay  rights  ordinance  in  Dade  County, 
Fla.,  in  1977,  and  her  counseling  service  to  “cure” 
homosexuals  through  religion,  Anita  Bryant  Mini¬ 
stries,  Bryant  says  that  she  has  learned  over  the  past 
several  years,  and  that  “the  answers  don’t  seem  quite 
so  simple  now.” 

“As  for  the  gays,”  Bryant  told  LHJ  interviewer 
Cliff  Jahr,  “the  church  needs  to  be  more  loving,  un¬ 
conditionally,  and  willing  to  see  these  people  as 
human  beings,  to  minister  to  them  and  try  to  under¬ 
stand.  If  I  had  it  to  do  over,  I’d  do  it  again,  but  not  in 
the  same  way.” 

Bryant  now  feels  that  she  was  naive  in  the  way 
she  handled  her  “crusade”  against  lesbian  and  gay 
rights,  and  that  some  co-workers  used  her.  “I  could 
see  that  a  lot  of  people  got  involved  in  the  crusade 
who  had  a  personal  vendetta  about  gays.  They  har¬ 
bored  hatreds.  They  were  as  wrong  as  the  gay  extrem¬ 
ists  were  and  they’re  going  to  hate  Anita  Bryant  for 
saying  that.” 

Bryant  says  that  although  in  1978  she  was 
quoted  in  an  interview  with  Playboy  as  favoring  penal¬ 
ties  of  20  years  in  jail  for  homosexual  acts,  now  she 
is  “not  apt  to  give  a  simplistic  answer.  I’m  more  in¬ 
clined  to  say  live  and  let  live,  just  don’t  flaunt  it  or  try 
to  legalize  it.”  She  says  she  doesn’t  know  if  she 
would  help  to  fight  a  similiar  lesbian  and  gay  rights 
ordinance  should  one  be  passed  in  Tulsa,  Ok.,  where 
she  lives  now. 

Saying  that  she  had  problems  “coping  with  . . . 
hypocritical  fellow  Christians,”  Bryant  told  LHJ, 
“Fundamentalists  have  their  head  in  the  sand.  The 
church  is  sick  right  now  and  I  have  to  say  I’m  even 
part  of  that  sickness.” 

Bryant  says  that  “the  church  needs  to  wake  up 
and  find  some  way  to  cope  with  divorce  and  women’s 
problems  that  are  based  on  biblical  principles . . .  I’ve 
about  given  up  on  the  fundamentalists,  who  have 
become  so  legalistic  and  letter-bound  to  the  Bible.” 

Bryant’s  new  status  as  a  “divorced  single  head- 
of-household”  have  affected  her  feelings  toward 
feminism.  “There  are  some  valid  reasons  why  mili¬ 
tant  feminists  are  doing  what  they’re  doing,”  she 
says. 

“Having  experienced  a  form  of  male  chauvinism 
among  Christians  that  was  devastating,  I  can  see 
how  women  are  controlled  in  a  very  ungodly,  un- 
Christlike  way.  I  could  not  even  have  women  on  the 
[Anita  Bryant  Ministries]  or  [Protect  America’s  Chil¬ 
dren]  boards  of  directors. 

“The  problem  is  that  most  men  are  insensitive  to 
women’s  needs.  We  have  been  so  conditioned  and 
taught.  For  example,  I  can  go  in  and  get  credit 
because  of  my  name  and  income,  but  what  about  the 
average  woman?  Widows  and  divorcees  can’t  join 
most  country  clubs.  Isn’t  that  discriminating?  What’s 
a  woman  to  do?”

Gay  Candidate 
Loses  In  Toronto

TORONTO,  ONTARIO  —  The 
first  openly  gay  candidate  ever  to 
run  for  municipal  office  in  Cana¬ 
da,  George  Hislop,  lost  his  bid  for 
a  Ward  6  seat  on  the  city  council 
in  elections  here  November  10, 
after  predictions  of  his  easy  vic¬ 
tory  by  both  the  gay  and  straight 
press. 

Voters  also  defeated  the  re-elec¬ 
tion  attempt  of  progressive  Mayor 
John  Sewell,  following  campaigns 
in  which  Sewell’s  support  of  the 
lesbian/gay  community  was  a 
major  issues. 

It  was  only  the  second  time  an 
incumbent  mayor  has  ever  been 
defeated  in  municipal  elections 
here. 

Hislop,  with  7350  votes,  fin¬ 
ished  third  behind  conservative 
dentist  Gordon  Chong  (9500 
votes),  and  Dan  Heap  (9350 
votes),  an  incumbent  whose  pro¬ 
gressive  platform  was  similar  to 
Hislop’s.  Two  aldermen  are 
elected  from  each  ward. 

Ward  6,  a  six-square-mile  area 
of  downtown  Toronto,  includes 
the  University  of  Toronto,  large 
Chinese  and  Portugese  communi¬ 
ties,  and  a  large  number  of  les¬ 


bians  and  gay  men. 

In  the  mayoral  election,  winner 
Art  Eggleton  beat  incumbent 
Sewell  by  fewer  than  2000  votes 
out  of  170,000  cast.  Early  in  the 
campaign  Eggleton  had  raised  the 
spectre  of  the  CBS  television 
program,  Gay  Power,  Gay  Poli¬ 
tics ,  asking  if  Toronto  under 
Sewell  was  going  to  become  “San 
Francisco  North.” 

Eggleton  later  retreated  some¬ 
what  from  his  early  statements, 
telling  The  Body  Politic  reporter 
Ed  Jackson,  “I’m  not  running  an 
anti-homosexual  campaign.  I’m 
not  interested  in  gay-bashing  or 
discrimination  on  the  grounds  of 
sexual  orientation.”  But  the  ques¬ 
tioning  of  lesbian  and  gay  power 
continued,  Jackson  reported. 

Jackson  cautioned,  however, 
against  concluding  that  Sewell  was 
defeated  simply  because  of  the 
“gay  issue,”  telling  GCN,  “I 
think  our  conclusion  is  that’s  not 
true.” 

Jackson  pointed  out  that  Sewell 
actually  increased  his  popular  vote 
by  nearly  10  per  cent  over  his  total 
when  he  was  first  elected  mayor  in 
1978.  In  that  election  Sewell  faced

NEW  YORK  -  Since  last 
spring,  the  lesbian  and  gay  stu¬ 
dents’  group  at  New  York  Univer¬ 
sity  has  been  trying  to  extend  the 
university’s  anti-discrimination 
policy,  which  prohibits  discrimi¬ 
nation  based  on  sexual  preference, 
to  include  military  and  other  em¬ 
ployment  recruiters  on  campus. 
But  once  again,  on  November  13, 
the  university  senate  tabled  the 
amendment  resolution  until  its 
next  meeting. 

Outside,  between  20  and  60  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  protested  the 
senate  move,  carrying  signs  such 
as  “NYU  Is  All  Talk  —  No 
Action.” 

The  senate  is  to  study  the  matter 
further,  awaiting  a  report  by  its 
public  affairs  committee.  A  vote  is 
expected  next  month. 

The  amendment  would  ban 
from  the  university  placement 
office  employers  which  discrimi¬ 
nate  against  lesbians  and  gay  men 
in  their  hiring  policies.  That  in¬ 
cludes  the  various  branches  of  the 
U.S.  military,  which  is  reportedly 
why  the  amendment  is  so  contro¬ 
versial. 

According  to  NYU  general 
counsel  S.  Andrew  Schaffer,  the 
Defense  Department  could  cut  off 
the  $2.2  million  in  research  funds 
it  now  gives  to  the  university  if 
military  recruiters  are  barred. 

But  Wendy  Gould,  member  of 
Gay  People’s  Union  (GPU),  the 
lesbian  and  gay  student  group, 
told  GCN  that  funding  is  not  the 
real  issue.  “The  Defense  Depart¬ 
ment  funds  form  only  .5  percent 
of  the  university  budget,”  she 
said.  “They  are  using  it  [the  fund¬ 
ing  problem]  as  a  monkey  wrench 
to  cloud  the  issue.” 

GPU  has  sought  legal  guidance 
from  the  Lambda  Legal  Defense 
and  Education  Fund  on  the  exact 
scope  of  the  Defense  Department 
regulation  in  question.  In  a  brief 
prepared  for  distribution  to  NYU 
administrators.  Lambda  contend¬ 
ed  the  amendment  would  not  ne¬ 
cessarily  lead  to  a  loss  of  funding. 
“We  are  saying  that  a  cutoff  of 
funds  might  result  but  that  the 
process  would  not  happen  imme¬ 
diately,  and  that  the  Defense  De¬ 
partment  would  have  the  discre- 


No  McDonald  Amendment 
From  Senate  For  Bill

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The 
U.S.  Senate  has  passed  the  Legal 
Services  Bill  without  adding  its 
own  version  of  the  anti-gay 
McDonald  Amendment. 

The  amendment,  which  prohib¬ 
its  Legal  Services  Program  fund¬ 
ing  from  being  used  in  cases 
“promoting,  defending  or  pro¬ 
tecting  homosexuality,”  was  add¬ 
ed  to  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives’  version  of  the  bill  in  July,  by 
a  vote  of  290  to  113.  The  amend¬ 
ment  was  sponsored  by  Rep.  Lar¬ 
ry  McDonald  (D-GA). 

Normally,  the  bill  would  now 
be  sent  to  a  conference  commit¬ 
tee,  where  representatives  from 
the  House  and  Senate  would  at¬ 
tempt  to  reconcile  the  two  ver¬ 
sions  of  the  bill  that  were  passed 
by  each  body,  and  where  the 
amendment  could  once  again  be 
added  to  the  final  version  of  the 
bill. 

However,  Steve  Endean,  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  Gay  Rights 
National  Lobby  here,  which  has 
closely  followed  the  progress  of 
the  bill,  speculates  that  because  of 
a  controversial  anti-busing 
amendment  which  was  added  to 
the  bill  by  the  Senate,  the  bill  may 


not  be  sent  to  such  a  conference 
committee.  He  theorizes  that  a 
continuing  resolution,  keeping 
Legal  Services  Program  funding 
at  its  current  level,  may  be  acted 
on  instead. 

Mark  Murphy  of  the  Subcom¬ 
mittee  on  State,  Justice  and  Com¬ 
merce  of  the  Senate  Appropria¬ 
tions  Committee  told  GCN  on 
November  19  that  subcommittee 
members  were  “still  looking  [for 
the  bill]  to  go  before  a  conference 
committee”  as  the  paper  went  to 
press. 

Murphy  said  that  because  the 
House  and  Senate  would  break 
for  Thanksgiving,  the  amount  of 
time  in  which  a  conference  com¬ 
mittee  could  be  convened  to  con¬ 
sider  the  bill  “is  going  to  be  lim¬ 
ited.”  He  said  that  the  committee 
could  be  convened  as  early  as  No¬ 
vember  20,  after  press  time. 

If  the  bill  did  go  before  a  com¬ 
mittee,  Murphy  said,  “I  think  [it] 
will  be  vetoed”  because  of  the 
anti-busing  amendment.  If  the  bill 
was  vetoed,  Murphy  said,  the  two 
legislative  bodies  would  probably 
act  on  a  continuing  resolution. 

Even  if  the  appropriations  bill 
survives  these  numerous  legislative 
obstacles,  Endean  said,  “I  don’t 


think  we’re  going  to  have  prob¬ 
lems  getting  [the  McDonald 
Amendment]  dropped.” 

Endean  speculated  that  right- 
wing  Senators  and  other  backers 
of  the  amendment  might  have 
chosen  not  to  introduce  it  for  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  appropriations  bill 
when  the  Congressional  sessions 
resumed  after  the  November  4 
elections  because  the  amendment 
was  “really  designed  as  an  elec¬ 
tion-year  vehicle  ...  a  gimmick  to 
put  the  John  Culvers  and  Birch 
Bayhs  and  George  McGoverns 
[liberal  senators  who  were  up  for 
reelection  in  1980]  in  a  tough  posi¬ 
tion.” 

He  also  pointed  to  what  he  des¬ 
cribed  as  “a  rather  substantial 
amount  of  pro-justice  constituent 
pressure”  from  lesbians  and  gay 
men  and  their  supporters  on  their , 
members  of  Congress  as  a 
probable  reason  for  the  non-intro¬ 
duction  of  the  amendment  in  the 
Senate. 

Such  constituent  pressure, 
Endean  added,  will  undoubtedly 
become  more  necessary  when  the 
newly-elected  group  of  conserv¬ 
ative  senators  and  members  of 
Congress  arrive  in  January. 


tion  not  to  do  it,”  Lambda  exe¬ 
cutive  director  Rosalyn  Richter 
co  mented. 

Schaffer,  however,  disagrees, 
and,  apparently,  so  does  the  Pen¬ 
tagon.  According  to  Washington 
Square  News,  assistant  general 
counsel  Robert  L.  Gilliat  wrote 
Schaffer  that  the  department 
regulation  applied  to  any  univer¬ 
sity  excluding  military  recruiters, 
even  if  non-military  recruiters  are 
barred  because  of  similar  discrimi¬ 
natory  policies. 

Both  GPU  and  NYU’s  law 
school  dean,  Norman  Redlich, 
have  mentioned  the  possibility  of 
litigation  against  the  Defense  De¬ 
partment.  This  could  take  the 
form  of  a  declaratory  judgment, 
which  would  seek  a  ruling  on  the 
scope  of  the  regulation  in  advance

of  any  action  by  either  party. 

GPU  and  Lambda  have  urged 
NYU  to  consider  the  moral,  as 
well  as  the  legal,  issue  involved. 
“We’re  saying  that  it’s  a  moral  is¬ 
sue.  If  it  [banning  discrimination 
against  lesbians  and  gay  men]  is 
right,  it’s  right ...  We  don’t  care 
if  you  [NYU]  lose  money,  even 
though  we  don’t  think  you  will,” 
Gould  said. 

The  Dean’s  Council,  the  Uni¬ 
versity  Committee  on  Student 
Life,  and  the  law  school  faculty 
have  all  announced  their  support 
for  the  amendment.  The  public  af¬ 
fairs  committee  of  the  senate, 
however,  reversed  its  previous 
support  on  November  19  —  an 
ominous  sign  for  the  December 
vote,  according  to  GPU  members.

LOS  ANGELES  —  Vice  Of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Los  Angeles  Police 
Department  recently  infiltrated 
and  raided  a  party  at  the  Holly¬ 
wood  Spa  on  North  Ivar  Avenue, 
arresting  15  men. 

The  bath  raids  followed  by 
eight  months  a  raid  on  Griff’s,  a 
popular  Hollywood  leather  bar 
(see  GCN,  Vol.  7,  No.  34),  spark¬ 
ing  renewed  demands  that  the 
police  divert  their  attention  from 
victimless  crimes  to  the  city’s  soar¬ 
ing  murder  rate. 

The  raid  occurred  in  the  early- 
morning  hours  of  Saturday,  No¬ 
vember  8,  during  a  party  celebrat¬ 
ing  the  baths’  reopening. 

Six  undercover  policemen  were 
among  the  500  who  bought  tickets 
to  the  event. 

At  the  time  of  the  raid,  there 
were  more  than  300  people  present 
at  the  spa. 

At  2:15  a.m.,  uniformed  of¬ 
ficers  launched  their  raid  from  a 
command  post  behind  the  nearby 
Brown  Derby  restaurant.  They 
entered  the  baths  without  a  search 
warrant,  according  to  Jerry 
Goulet,  co-owner,  who  was 
present.  The  police  claimed  that 
neighbors  had  complained  about 
the  noise  —  an  allegation  that  re¬ 
portedly  turned  out  to  be  false. 

Officers  singled  out  individuals, 
handcuffed  them,  and  led  them  to 
a  waiting  police  vehicle,  Goulet 
said.  Sixteen  men  were  arrested; 
all  but  one  of  them  were  charged 
with  Section  647a  of  the  Califor¬ 
nia  Penal  Code,  “solicitation  of  a 
lewd  act.”  The  police  stayed  until 
5:30,  Goulet  said. 

A  patron  who  witnessed  the 
raids  characterized  the  behavior 
of  the  police  as  “storm-trooper 
Nazi  tactics.”  Twelve  doors  to 
empty,  locked  cubicles  were 
smashed.  Office  records  were 
strewn  about,  and  one  porno¬ 
graphic  video  cassette  was  confis¬ 
cated.  One  man  who  resisted 
police  was  beaten  and  dragged 
througn  the  crowded  lounge,  the 
witness  said.  The  man  was 
charged  with  misdemeanor  bat¬ 
tery. 

One  officer  who  was  asked  for  a 
search  warrant  responded  with 
verbal  intimidation,  according  to 
the  witness. 

After  being  called  while  the  raid 
was  still  in  process,  Morris  Kight 
and  several  other  gay  activists 
went  to  Wilcox  Station,  where  the 
arrested  men  had  been  brought. 
Kight  talked  with  Sgt.  Bob  Reb- 
han,  who  had  conducted  the  raid. 

Rebhan  told  the  Los  Angeles 
Times  that  the  raid  was  based  on 
information  that  sexual  activity 
would  take  place  at  the  party, 


which  he  defined  as  a  “public 
place”  — a  claim  that  attorneys 
would  have  challenged  had  the 
defendants  gone  to  trial. 
California  law  has  decriminalized 
consenting  homosexual  acts  in 
private. 

Rebhan  also  claimed  that  the 
party  lacked  the  necessary  permits 
to  provide  entertainment  and  serve 
alcohol,  as  allegedly  had  been  ad¬ 
vertised. 

Several  of  the  arrested  men 
have  charged  that  some  under¬ 
cover  officers  disrobed  and  made 
sexual  advances  to  men  before  the 
uniformed  officers  swept  in  and 
made  arrests. 

Rebhan,  who  entered  the  party 
with  the  undercover  officers,  told 
GCN  that  the  charges  were  “ab¬ 
solutely  ludicrous.”  He  denied 
that  the  police  used  undue  force. 

Denying  that  the  party  was  a 
private  affair,  Rebhan  told  the 
Times,  “Anybody  —  any  male  — 
can  get  in  if  he  paid  admission  and 
showed  I.D.  I  used  a  pseudonym. 
And  a  fake  I.D.” 

Members  of  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community  lobbied 
the  city  attorney  to  drop  charges, 
as  happened  with  the  seven  men 
arrested  last  winter  at  Griff’s. 

Arraignments  had  been  origi¬ 
nally  scheduled  for  November  19, 
but  were  delayed  until  the  follow¬ 
ing  week,  raising  hopes  that  there 
would  be  no  prosecutions. 

The  Los  Angeles  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  has  come  under  increasing 
criticism  for  its  zealous  pursuit  of 
such  “victimless  crimes”  at  a  time 
when  crimes  of  violence  have  risen 
to  unprecedented  levels.  “Los  An¬ 
geles  Outstripping  Most  Other  Big 
Cities  As  Murder  Capital”  head¬ 
lined  a  feature  story  in  the  same 
Sunday  edition  of  the  Times  that 
reported  the  baths  raid.  The  arti¬ 
cle  noted  that  the  1979  record  of 
800  murders  had  already  been  sur¬ 
passed,  and  the  toll  was  expected 
to  top  one  thousand  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  A  subsequent  editorial  in 
the  Times  also  urged  reversal  of 
police  priorities. 

Councilmember  Peggy  Steven¬ 
son,  who  represents  the  Holly¬ 
wood  area,  scheduled  a  November 
19  hearing  at  the  city  council’s 
Police,  Fire,  and  Public  Safety 
Committee,  which  she  chairs,  to 
investigate  the  raid.  Shortly  before 
the  hearing,  the  office  of  city  at¬ 
torney  Bert  Pines  had  announced 
that  charges  would  not  be  filed 
against  the  15  men  arrested  for 
lewdness.  Spa  co-owner  Scott 
Goulet  speculated  that  charges 
would  soon  be  dropped  against  the 
one  man  arrested  for  battery.

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racism  and  gay  men 

Dear  Editor, 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  American  society  is 
racist;  the  recent  vitriol  against  the  Cuban  refugees 
and  prior  to  that  the  attacks  on  Iranians  attest  to 
this  fact.  So  1  suppose  that  I  should  not  be  surprised 
to  find  that  gay  male  life  in  Boston  is,  also,  quite 
racist.  Subcultures,  after  all,  are  reflections  of  the 
larger  culture.  But  I  am  surprised.  And  confused. 
And  very  disgusted. 

This  truth  is  based  largely  on  talks  with  gay  white 
men;  on  observations  about  gay  life  in  general  in 
Boston;  and  on  experiences  in  three  popular  gay 
bars:  Buddies,  Chaps,  and  The  Paradise.  Other 
bars  are  not  mentioned  because  of  a  lack  of  experi¬ 
ence.  I  suspect,  though,  they  are  the  same. 

In  conversations  with  gay  white  men  about  their 
social  and  sexual  lives,  I’ve  often  asked  if  those 
include  any  blacks  or  hispanics.  Overwhelmingly, 
the  answer  is  “no.”  The  reasons  range  from  “I 
don’t  know  any”  to  “I  would  never  think  of  sleep¬ 
ing  with  a  black  or  hispanic  male.”  When  the 
person  is  pressed  to  explain  how  he  cannot  “know 
any”  minorities  in  1980,  and  why  he  “would  never” 
think  of  sleeping  with  a  non-white  male,  he  usually, 
after  much  defensiveness  and  embarassment,  will 
explain  that  in  his  culture  —  be  it  WASP,  Irish 
(God  forbid),  Italian,  or  Jewish  —  non-white  males 
are  considered  non-entities  and,  when  they  are  con¬ 
sidered,  it  is  as  welfare  cheats,  thieves,  and  sleazy 
people.  Not  the  sort  of  person  one  wants  for  a 
friend.  I  do  not  exaggerate  here.  Nor  am  I  flippant. 
It  is  too  serious  an  issue  for  such  casualness.  And  it 
shows  just  how  serious  are  the  racial  and  ethnic 
problems  in  Boston,  and  how  they  pervade  what  is 
already  a  tortured  community. 

This  first-person,  personal  racism  explains  also 
the  lily-white  status  of  most  of  general  gay  life  in 
Boston.  We  can  begin  with  sports.  Watching  a  few 
gay  softball  games  this  past  summer,  I  saw  not  one 
minority  male  on  any  of  them.  Of  course  I  might 
not  have  gotten  to  see  all  the  teams,  but  I  think  the 
idea  holds.  Where  were  they?  Or  let’s  take  bar¬ 
tenders.  In  all  the  bars  in  Boston  there  is  not  one 
minority.  This  would  be  understandable,  perhaps, 
if  whites  were  the  ones  to  frequent  these  bars,  but 
that  is  only  slightly  the  case  (more  on  this  below). 
Or  take  some  of  your  “special  nights”  at  the  bars: 
“Best  Buns”  night,  for  instance.  Never  have  I  seen 
a  non- white  male  in  one  of  these  contests. 
Admittedly,  I  have  seen  few;  one  can  stomach  only 
so  much.  My  question  is  how  to  explain  the  general 
absence  of  non-white  males  from  these  events.  The 
obvious  and  easy  answer  is  that  no  non-white  males 
wanted  to  participate  in  these  events  or  applied  for 
bartenders’  jobs.  And  that  is  true,  in  part.  But 
again,  why  not?  And  here  the  easy  answer  is  also 
the  right  answer:  the  general  gay  climate  is  one  that 
tends  to  exclude  non- white  males.  Or  put  another 
way:  this  culture,  at  its  core,  is  intended  to  be  lily- 
white. 

This  is  made  manifest  by  examining  the  third 
element  of  my  argument:  the  bars.  Let’s  take 
Buddies,  Chaps,  and  the  Paradise. 

Buddies:  This  bar,  allegedly,  is  “la  creme  de  la 
creme”  of  gay  bars.  It  is  the  place  for  proper  men  to 
go  who  are  elegantly  scrubbed  and  attired.  It  is  the

most  racist.  One  can  stand  around  the  dance  floor 
and  hear  comments  about  hispanic  and  black  males 
such  as:  “They  should  get  their  own  bars”  or 
“They  are  so  vulgar  when  they  dance.”  The  pro¬ 
noun  refers  to  the  ethnic  group,  not  the  sexual 
group.  Yes,  this  drivel  in  1980. 

When  one  sees  non-white  men  at  Buddies  —  and 
this  is  not  often  —  one  sees  them  invariably 
grouped  together  as  if  they  know  they  are  not 
wanted  and  welcome  and  will  never  be  accepted, 
but  they  want  to  be  there  anyway.  There  are  excep¬ 
tions  to  this,  of  course,  but  they  prove  the  rule,  not 
refute  it.  Take  some  of  the  posters  that  adorn  the 
walls  of  Buddies  and  “Bikini  Night,”  etc.:  They  are 
all  pictures  of  white  men;  most  often  blond  and 
blue  eyed;  on  occasion,  a  dark,  mediterranean  type. 
Or  take  the  bartenders:  all  white,  and  when  they 
don’t  treat  minorities  with  contempt,  it’s  with 
indifference.  Let  me  be  fair  here.  There  are  two  bar¬ 
tenders  at  Buddies  who  are  quite  kind.  The  bar  has 
hired  a  black  security  man.  Progress  starts  wher¬ 
ever.  There  is  much  to  be  done  here. 

Chaps:  The  bar  for  the  macho  male.  There  is 
such  an  appealing  funkiness  at  Chaps,  at  once 
strange  and  dizzying. :  One  sees  more  minorities  at 
Chaps  than  at  Buddies,  many  more,  and  they  are 
always  grouped  together.  A  sort  of  ghetto  in  a 
ghetto,  if  you  will.  Again,  why  do  these  people  feel 
the  need  to  constantly  group  themselves  together? 
Since  so  many  are  there,  they  must  be  welcome.  Or 
are  they?  No  minority  bartenders  at  Chaps,  and  in 
the  past  they  had  a  rather  large  black  security 
person.  Chaps,  oh  Chaps. 

The  Paradise:  The  bar  with  the  quiet  ambience. 
This  place  is  the  least  racist  of  all  three  bars, 
although  some  of  its  clientele  is  equally  as  snobbish 
as  that  of  Buddies,  perhaps  more  ideologically  so. 
Here  too,  one  finds  few  minorities,  but  the  ones 
there  seem  to  have  a  good  rapport  with  their  white 
counterparts.  All  of  the  posters  on  the  wall  are  of 
white  men;  and,  of  course,  there  are  no  non-white 
bartenders. 

Alright,  I’ve  named  just  three  bars  and  few 
specifics.  But  they  illustrate  my  poin:  Boston’s  gay 
life  reflects  and  mirrors  its  larger  social  life:  racist.  I 
do  not  mention  all  of  this  in  order  only  to  bitch. 
Rather,  I  want  to  suggest  that  oppressed  peoples 
ought  not  to  be  about  prejudice  (the  moral  tone  is 
intended).  We  know  its  consequences.  We  bear  its 
scars.  We  have  to  be  better  than  that.  More  prac¬ 
tically,  gay  white  men,  I  need  not  remind  you  (or 
rather.  I  should)  that  the  New  Right,  which  comes 
to  power  on  Nov.  4,  cares  as  little  about  you  as  it 
does  an  hispanic  gay  male.  And  when  the  chips  are 
down, you r  ass  may  be  put  up  against  the  wall  after 
the  minorities,  but,  to  be  sure,  it  will  be  put  there. 
And  bullets  do  not  distinguish  color.  I  hope  this 
note  will  generate  some  positive  discussion  and 
dialogue.  The  struggle  for  gay  rights  has  only 
begun,  and  most  of  the  hill  has  yet  to  be  climbed. 
The  task  will  be  made  much  easier  walking  to¬ 
gether,  rather  than  prancing  around  separately.  Are 
you  up  for  the  challenge? 

Oh,  by  the  way,  I’m  a  black  male.

To  the  Editor: 

I  want  to  use  this  opportunity  to  address  the 
women’s  community  in  general  relative  to  an 
incident  that  occurred  the  night  of  Friday,  June 
6,  1980,  outside  a  woman’s  bar. 

I  first  want  to  apologize  to  all  those  women 
whom  I  assaulted  without  provocation  and  some 
of  whom  I  now  realize  I  seriously  injured.  I  can¬ 
not  right  any  wrong  I  may  have  done  to  those 
women,  but  it  is  my  hope  that  the  $5.00  per  week 
restitution  I  have  agreed  to  pay  them  will  in  some 
way  compensate  them  for  their  emotional  and 
physical  injuries.  I  further  want  to  apologize 
directly  to  the  woman  I  called  “nigger.” 

Secondly,  Ijrealize  and  acknowledge  that  I 
have  serious  problems  around  my  own  abuse  of 
alcohol;  and  racism,  sexism  and  homophobia; 
and  I  hope  that  my  meeting  with  the  women 
involved  in  this  case  will  help  me  address  those 
issues. 

Finally,  and  perhaps  most  importantly,  I  want 
this  letter  to  serve  as  a  public  statement  that,  as  I 
have  learned  first  hand,  violence  against  women 
will  not  be  tolerated  in  any  form  in  any  place.

help  for  gay 
Christians 

Dear  GCN: 

Many  readers  of  John  Boswell’s  Christianity, 
Social  Tolerance,  and  Homosexuality  will  have 
reservations  concerning  some  of  his  central 
theses  and  will  question  his  argumentation  on 
specific  points.  Nevertheless,  Boswell  deserves 
greater  credit  for  his  achievement  than  Michael 
Bronski  was  willing  to  give  in  his  review  (GCN, 
vol.  8,  #17). 

Boswell  has  not  only  gathered  much  relevant 
material  hitherto  unnoticed,  he  has  put  it  in  its 
context.  His  deep-digging  scholarship  has  re¬ 
vealed  important  facts  about  the  condemnatory 
texts  so  frequently  focussed  upon.  They  often  do 
not  mean  what  they  have  been  understood  to 
mean,  and  many  of  them  do  not  condemn  homo¬ 
sexual  activity  more  than  comparable  hetero¬ 
sexual  activity.  Boswell’s  analysis  clearly  shows 
that  opposition  to  homosexual  acts  was  rooted 
less  in  Christian  ideals  than  in  the  prevalent 
erotophobia  and  misogyny  of  the  period.  Besides 
that,  he  has  unearthed  Christian  texts  that  are 
favorable  to  the  gay  experience. 

Boswell  has  managed  to  firmly  establish  an 
important  point:  historically,  opposition  to  gay 
sexuality  is  not  integral  to  the  Christian  faith. 
That  perception  will  be  helpful  to  gay  Christians, 
and  it  is  already  having  its  impact  upon  other 
Christians  trying  to  find  an  intellectual  perspec¬ 
tive  on  homosexuality.  For  this  achievement 
Boswell  deserves  more  than  the  intemperate  and 
one-sided  criticism  to  which  Bronski  subjected 
his  book.

As  a  party-giver,  paying  a  minimal 
amount  of  attention  to  alcohol-related  concerns 
might  help  your  party  guests  stay  within  the  safe, 
healthy  and  enjoyable  limits  of  drinking,  and 
generally  improve  the  quality  and  spirit  of  your 
party!  Here  are  some  suggestions: 

—  When  serving  drinks,  be  sure  food  is  avail¬ 
able,  so  guests  won’t  have  to  drink  on  an 
empty  stomach. 

—  Limit  pre-dinner  cocktail  hour  to  just  that, 
an  hour. 

—  Make  non-alcoholic  beverages  readily 
available  so  non-drinkers  won’t  have  to 
cause  a  fuss  to  get  something  to  drink. 

—  Don’t  push  drinks  on  guests  who  say  they 
don’t  want  one. 

—  Don’t  let  intoxicated  guests  drive  home;

pure  hell 

Dear  GCN : 

I  just  read  your  story  called  “Gays  in  Prison: 
Death  by  Neglect”  (Vol.  8,  No.  16)  written  by 
Clifford  T.  Gaines.  It  went  right  to  the  point,  and 
was  very  truthful.  Sounds  like  Clifford  has  been 
through  a  little  incarceration  himself. 

I  myself  have  never  experienced  any  rape,  or 
sex  by  force.  I  have  been  locked  up  for  two  years, 
and  I  was  hiding  in  the  closet  until  about  nine 
months  ago.  I  have  been  threatened  several  times 
by  other  inmates,  and  I  have  been  harassed  by 
the  guards.  I  was  stabbed  by  another  inmate  in 
May,  1980,  over  some  little  bullshit. 

I’ve  been  called  everything  under  the  sun. 
When  people  approach  me  for  sexual  reasons,  if 
they  don’t  appeal  to  me,  I  reject  them.  Because 
they  were  rejected,  I’m  called  a  no  good  son-of- 
a-bitch,  or  whatever. 

When  I  walk  with  a  black  man,  I’m  called 
..  nigger  lover,  white  trash,  etc.  When  I  walk  with  a 
white  man  (because  of  harassment),  the  blacks 
call  me  a  “no  count  mother  fucker.”  Seems  like  I 
can’t  win.  Sometimes  I  feel  like  saying  “Fuck  it 
all,”  and  hanging  up  my  skirt  till  I’m  released. 

I’ve  been  at  this  camp  for  a  year.  Since  I’ve 
been  here  I  received  26  in-situation  charges, 
spent  four  months  in  isolation,  and  lost  370  days 
good  time.  I  thought  it  would  be  nice,  being  gay 
in  prison,  but  it’s  not.  It’s  pure  hell.  Even  some 
of  the  other  gays  stab  you  in  the  back.  I  have 
three  different  law  suits  pending  in  court  now: 
one  for  being  stabbed  (lack  of  security),  one  for 
mental  abuse  and  harassment,  and  one  to  get  my 
good  time  back. 

Prisons  are  supposed  to  be  used  for  reforma¬ 
tion  and  rehabilitation,  but  due  to  conditions  in 
America’s  prisons,  they  virtually  insure  psycho¬ 
logical  impairment  and  physical  deterioration  for 
thousands  of  inmates  each  year.  Rehabilitation  is 
the  rhetoric  systematic  dehumanization  is  the 
reality. 

There  is  no  rehabilitation  in  prison.  Inmates 
are  raped,  beaten,  robbed,  cheated,  harassed, 
etc.,  and  this  fills  the  inmate  with  an  undercur¬ 
rent  of  tension,  hatred  and  hostility.  How  do  you 
rehabilitate  a  person  by  placing  him  in  isolation, 
harassing  him,  or  even  beating  him? 

Prison  is  just  one  big  joke.  But  its  one  of  those 
kind  of  jokes  that’s  not  too  funny.  Especially  if 
you’re  the  one  behind  bars. 

I  really  feel  sorry  for  the  young  boys  who  walk 
through  the  gates.  They  are  spotted  by  the  wolves 
before  they  get  off  the  bus,  and  by  night  as  they 
take  their  shower,  some  hard  dick  jumps  in 
behind  him. 

Please  do  yourself  a  favor.  If  you  like  being 
beaten,  raped  or  whatever,  then  break  the  law, 
and  come  to  prison.  If  you  don’t  like  that  kind  of 
life,  keep  your  hands  clean.  Prison  is  no  type  of 
life  for  anyone.  It’s  a  living  hell.

Dear  Editor, 

I  find  your  election  coverage  in  the  November 
5  issue  of  GCN  absolutely  appalling.  While  I 
believe  that  we  should  always  be  sensitive  to  a 
realistic  assessment  of  our  true  situations,  I  find 
the  screaming,  doomsday  headlines  on  page  one 
to  be  offensive  as  well  as  untrue. 

I  should  make  clear  at  the  outset  that  I  find  no 
joy  in  the  election  of  Ronald  Reagan  as  presi¬ 
dent.  On  the  other  hand,  I  lived  in  California 
during  the  Reagan  years  and,  while  they  were  not 
pleasant,  we  all  survived  —  which,  incidentally  is 
more  that  I  was  sure  we  would  do  with  four  more 
years  of  Jimmy  Carter.  Personally,  I  voted  for 
John  Anderson. 

The  fear-mongering  of  your  front-page 
writers,  particularly  Eric  Rofes  and  Jil  Clark, 
however,  betrays  a  frequent  liberal  error  that  our 
lives  are  determined  by  changes  of  power  among 
the  ruling  classes  in  Washington.  That  error  is 
particularly  useful  to  those  ruling  classes,  be¬ 
cause  it  diverts  our  attention  from  the  most  sig¬ 
nificant  arena  of  struggle  for  our  lives,  namely, 
where  we  live.  Your  coverage  also  manifests  a 
malady  known  here  in  the  mid-west  as  coastal 
chauvinism. 

Buried  on  the  inside  of  the  November  5  issue, 
among  the  “also-rans,”  we  find  that  Harry  Britt 
was  reelected  to  his  seat  in  San  Francisco,  to  be 
joined  by  Richard  Hongisto;  the  passage  of  the 
Florida  Right  to  Privacy  amendment;  and  what  I 
consider  to  be  the  most  singularly  significant 
advance  for  gay  and  lesbian  liberation  in  this 
past  election  —  the  election  of  lesbian  activist 
Karne  Clark  to  the  Minnesota  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives.  Clark  (whose  campaign  was  virtually 
ignored  by  your  newspaper)  thus  joins  gay  Sena¬ 
tor  Allan  Spear  —  to  comprise  the  entire  gay  and 
lesbian  representation  at  the  state  level  in  the 
country.  (Clark  and  Spear,  by  the  way,  represent 
two  different  areas  of  Minneapolis). 

I  can’t  help  also  pointing  out,  while  I’m  at  it, 
that  Minnesota  has  the  only  Gay  Political  Party 
in  the  world  (registered  with  the  Secretary  of 
State)  the  Gay  Survival  Fund,  and  that  well- 
known  openly  gay  attorney  Jack  Backer  received 
over  25%  of  the  statewide  vote  for  Supreme 
Court  justice  this  year  (a  fact  totally  unreported 
in  your  election  coverage).  The  Minnesota  gay 
and  lesbian  delegation  to  this  summer’s  Demo¬ 
cratic  Convention  was  the  second  largest  in  the 
country,  topped  only  by  California,  a  state  with 
more  than  five  times  the  population. 

Alas,  I  cannot  report  that  all  is  well  in  the 
nation’s  heartland,  as  the  current  campaign  by 
the  Minneapolis  Vice  Squad  amply  attests.  None¬ 
theless,  I  will  close  by  reminding  you  that  a  world 
does  indeed  exist  beyond  the  great  oceans,  in  the 
cold  northland,  and  that  coastal  progressives 
may  even  have  a  few  things  to  learn  when  they’re 
through  wallowing  in  their  self-pity.

the  joy  of  being  gay 

Dear  GCN, 

Gay  people  have  been  much  in  the  news  lately 
in  Boston  and  we  have  received  much  coverage 
on  television  talk  shows.  No  show  has  impressed 
me  as  much  as  WGBH’s  Tom  Cottle  Show’s 
evening  on  lesbian  and  gay  youth.  Ben  Klein  and 
Robin  Smith  were  extremely  articulate  and 
honest  and,  from  both  of  them,  the  joy  of  being 
gay  came  through.  This  is  something  that  I 
believe  is  important  to  get  across  to  a  general 
audience  and  Robin  and  Ben  showed  that  joy  — 
in  what  they  said,  in  how  they  said  it,  in  their 
eyes.  What  is  more  important  is  that  young 
people  I  have  spoken  with  who  are  as  yet  neither 
gay  nor  straight  identified,  found  Robin  and  Ben 
appealing  and  could  relate  to  their  lives  much 
better  than  they  relate  to  lesbians  and  gay  men 
who  are  much  older.  Affecting  the  attitudes  of 
young  people  is  crucial  to  the  future  of  our 
movement  and  no  one  can  do  this  as  well  as  gay 
youth. 

Furthermore,  Tom  Cottle  showed  a  great  deal 
of  sensitivity,  vulnerability,  and  openness  — 
something  that  is  all  too  rare  in  a  talk  show  host. 

I  have  become  aware  that  our  treatment  by  inter¬ 
viewers  is  related  to  how  they  see  us.  If  they  see 
us  as  an  issue  —  “lesbianism”  or  “male  homo¬ 
sexuality”  —  it  is  easy  for  them  to  become  men¬ 
acing,  rude  or  exploitative.  If  they  see  us  as 
people,  as  lesbians  and  gay  men,  they  are  more 
sensitive  and  courteous.  At  some  point,  it  would 
be  nice  if  some  group  had  the  time  to  view  tapes 
of  talk  show  hosts  on  gay  issues  and  criticize 
their  attitudes.  We  should  all  be  aware  of  those 
who  abuse  us  those  who  sincerely  want  to  learn 
from  us.

sexploitation 

To  The  Editor: 

In  one  sense  a  reply  to  Mr.  Flynn’s  letter  of 
November  15,  1980  is  unnecessary  because 
between  the  time  that  the  letter  was  sent  and 
subsequently  printed  Mr.  Flynn  was  separated 
from  Gay  and  Young.  However,  his  letter  does 
contain  several  misconceptions  about  NAMBLA 
(North  American  Man/Boy  Love  Association) 
which  others  may  share  and  which  therefore 
should  be  addressed. 

First  let  me  say  that  it  is  indeed  fortunate  for 
the  continuance  of  Gay  and  Young’s  state  fund¬ 
ing  that  they  have  a  negative  view  of  man/boy 
love.  For  if  they  did  not  denounce  NAMBLA 
loud  and  long  I  suspect  that  these  grants  might 
soon  become  scarce. 

Further,  I  am  more  than  mildly  surprised  that 
Mr.  Flynn  found  absolute  unanimity  in  his 
groups,  since  100%  agreement  in  difficult  to 
obtain  from  a  group  of  adolescents  on  almost 
any  issue.  In  this  particular  instance  I  find  it 
especially  hard  to  believe  since  several  members 
of  NAMBLA  have  had  positive  relationships 
with  several  past  and  present  members  of  Gay 
and  Young. 

Past  members  of  Gay  and  Young  also  speak  of 
the  great  degree  of  adult  domination  of  the 
group.  The  term  they  use  in  their  pamphlets  “a 
professional  youth  run  group”  is  therefore  at  the 
very  least  somewhat  misleading. 

NAMBLA  supports  the  right  of  youth  to  run 
their  own  lives  and  control  their  own  bodies.  We 
do  not  claim  to  speak  for  them. 

We  do  approve  of  the  housing  and  health  ser¬ 
vices  that  Gay  and  Young  has  provided  for  gay 
youth,  but  deplore  their  slander  of  NAMBLA 
and  other  groups. 

In  a  more  ideal  situation  we  would  hope  that 
NAMBLA  and  Gay  and  Young  could  work  to¬ 
gether  against  the  real  “sexploitation”  of  youth 
in  our  society.

Dear  Community  Voices: 

May  I  briefly  respond  to  a  few  of  the  points 
raised  by  Joyce  Hunter  and  Paula  Murphy  in 
their  letter  (GCN,  Aug.  9,  1980)?  Since  they  took 
the  liberty  of  dragging  my  name  into  their 
various  discourses,  I  worry  that  GCN’s  readers 
might  think  I  agreed  with  their  analyses  of 
current  disputes  of  interest  to  that  small  flock  of 
lesbian  and  gay  activists  who  inhabit  this  met¬ 
ropolis. 

Such  is  not  the  case!  To  wit: 

1)  They  assert  that  the  man/boy  love  issue  has 
become  a  bone  of  contention  within  the  lesbian 
and  gay  community,  and  “rapidly  increasing 
attacks  on  the  lesbian-feminist  community”  are 
being  made,  because  “these  men  are  feeling 
increasingly  threatened.”  By  what,  pray  tell?  I 
myself  have  seen  no  evidence  to  support  such  a 
claim.  1  have  always  supported  and  encouraged 
involvement,  including  in  leadership  capacities, 
of  lesbian-feminists  in  the  movement.  However, 
such  support  and  encouragement  do  not  require 
me  to  acquiesce  in  efforts  — -  whether  by 
Judianne  Densen-Gerber,  Anita  Bryant  or  her 
disagreeable  ex-husband,  the  Socialist  Workers 
Party,  Lesbian  Feminist  Liberation,  Joyce 
Hunter  and  Paula  Murphy,  or  anybody  else  —  to 
deny  the  validity  of  the  love  that  crosses 
generations,  whether  man/boy  love,  woman/girl 
love,  woman/boy  love,  or  man/girl  love.  Of 
course  man/boy  lovers  are  not  overly  interested 
in  talking  about  rape  —  it  is  an  activity  in  which 
we  are  not  engaged.  It  is  an  activity  we  oppose, 
and  on  this  we  should  be  finding  agreement  with 
lesbian-feminists,  and  other  feminists,  not 
hostility. 

2)  I  found  amusing  the  assertion  by  Hunter 
and  Murphy  that  issues  like  man/boy  love 
“actively  challenge  the  supposed  stance  of 
feminism  in  the  lesbian  and  gay  movement.”  I 
wonder  if  “supposed”  is  not  the  key  word  here.  I 
know  a  lot  of  feminists,  including  lesbian 
feminists,  who  support  man/boy  love,  because 
they  recognize  it  for  what  it  is  —  a  harmless  and 
pleasurable  activity  that  may  also  challenge  the 
traditional  morality  and  sex-role  stereotyping 
that  our  heterosexist  dictatorship  is  so  fond  of. 
Instead  of  villifying  boy-lovers,  Hunter  et  a l 
should  be  giving  them  medals  for  helping  to  un¬ 
dermine  the  heterosexist  roles  imposed  on  boys 

—  roles  from  which  women  become  the  special 
victims.  It  is  sad  indeed  to  see  lesbians  joining  in 
in  support  of  law,  authority,  state  involvement  in 
private  bedrooms,  and  denial  of  full  rights  to 
young  people.  I  can  only  hope  that  other  lesbians 
and  feminists  will  have  the  courage  to  speak  out 
against  this. 

3) If  Hunter  and  Murphy  are  not  “referring  to 
teenagers,”  then  why  do  they  make  such  a  stir 
about  NAMBLA,  whose  focus  is  primarily  on 
cross-generational  relationships  between  men 
and  teenage  boys?  Is  it  because  NAMBLA  also 
supports  all  consensual  sex  —  regardless  of  age? 
If  so,  then  why  not  discuss  and  analyze  the 
central  question:  Are  children  under  the  ages  of 
consent  (because  there  are  many  ages,  set 
moreover  by  largely  male  legislators,  ranging 
from  13  to  21)  unable  to  consent  to  an  act  that 
makes  them  feel  good  and  has  no  evil  side-effects 

—  unless  homosexual  behavior  itself  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  an  evil  thing?  Or  are  only  children 
under  the  age  of  13  unable  to  consent  to  this 
pleasure?  If  so,  how  would  Hunter  and  Murphy 
propose  to  justify  their  assertion?  All  pre-teen 
boys  are  not  so  “emotionally  as  well  as 
physically  immature”  that  they  can’t  recognize  a 
pleasurable  experience  when  they  experience  it. 
Sorry,  but  I  don’t  buy  the  argument  that  adults 
are  necessarily  “mature,”  and  I  don’t  believe 
lesbians  have  any  monopoly  on  understanding 
the  needs  of  boys,  prepubescent  or  not. 

4)  To  say  that  CLGR  (Coalition  for  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Rights)  refused  to  endorse  the  Albany 
demonstration  in  April  because  it  “feared 
[Thorstad]  would  choose  to  address  the  age-of- 
consent  issue”  is  patently  false.  CLGR  knew  that 
I  had  agreed  not  to  discuss  this  issue  (whether 
politically  correct  or  not,  such  are  the  facts)  —  I 
told  a  CLGR  meeting  this  in  person  on  April 
Fool’s  Day.  Surely  they  didn’t  allow  the  calendar 
to  decide  their  strategy! 

5)  Please,  spare  us  the  gossip  about  unnamed 
persons  calling  women  names  in  meetings,  also 
unnamed.  David  Thorstad  has  never  used  nasty 
anti-woman  language  in  any  meeting  (he  would 
object,  I  am  sure),  and,  furthermore,  it  is  not 
NAMBLA’s  policy  to  condone  such  language  in 
any  meeting. 

I  agree  with  one  of  GCN’s  readers  who  wrote 
that  sometimes  the  New  York  City  lesbian  and 
gay  movement  makes  him  want  to  puke.

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Refugees 
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taken  without  explanation  to  the 

federal  jail  in  Manhattan. 

All  of  the  women  deny  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  riots.  No  charges 
have  been  filed  against  them,  no 
exclusionary  or  deportation 
hearings  have  been  held  and  none 
of  them  has  been  told  why  she  is 
being  held  or  for  how  long.  They 
have  not  been  allowed  to  have 
visitors  other  than  attorneys  and 
they  have  not  been  informed  of 
legal  services  available  to  them.  As 
aliens,  the  women  are  not  eligible 
for  bail. 

“The  present  situation  is 
outrageous,”  the  statement  quotes 
Rosalyn  Richter  of  Lambda  as 
saying.  “The  women  have  not 
been  given  any  idea  of  the  charges 
against  them  and  have  been  denied 
even  the  most  basic  due-process 
rights.” 

Richter  told  GCN  that  although 
some  of  the  15  women  are  les¬ 
bians,  their  sexual  orientation 
should  not  be  at  issue.  “We  really 
are  there  to  protect  the  interests  of 
all  of  the  women,”  she  said, 
“those  who  are  gay  and  those  who 
are  not,  to  make  sure  no  one’s 
sexuality  comes  up  in  this 
proceeding.” 

In  the  statement  issued  by  the 
legal  groups,  Steven  Shapiro  of 
the  New  York  Civil  Liberties 
Union  is  quoted  as  saying,  “These 
many  months  of  captivity  have 
caused  great  anxiety  and  distress 
for  each  of  these  women.  These 
feelings  are  magnified  by  a  sense 
of  helplessness.” 

Richter  told  GCN  that  her 
organization  was  alerted  to  the 
plight  of  the  15  women  by 
Metropolitan  Community  Church 
members  involved  in  the  reset¬ 
tlement  of  lesbian  and  gay 
refugees  at  Indiantown  Gap. 

At  a  hearing  held  Tuesday, 
November  18,  the  attorneys  for 
the  15  women  granted  the 
government  a  week  in  which  to 
investigate  the  question  of  whether 
the  women  can  be  released  if 
sponsors  are  found.  Another 
hearing  will  be  held  on  November 
25. 

Meanwhile,  the  Cuban 
Women’s  Advocacy  Group  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa,  originally  formed 
to  find  sponsors  for  lesbian  Cuban 
refugees,  is  involved  in  an  effort  to 
free  a  group  of  seven  Cuban 
refugee  women  being  held  at  the 
same  federal  jail  under  equally 
dubious  legal  conditions. 

Diane  Engster  of  the  Group  told 
GCN  that  her  organization 
attempted  to  provide  legal 
assistance  to  the  seven  women 
when  it  was  learned  in  May  of  this 
year  that  they  were  being  held  at 
the  Cambria  County  Prison  in 
Ebensburg,  Pa.  The  group  had 
found  an  attorney  to  represent  the 
women  when  they  were  suddenly 
moved  without  explanation  to  the 
same  federal  jail  in  Manhattan 
where  the  other  15  women  were 
imprisoned. 

“They  were  put  in  prison,” 
Engster  told  GCN,  “because  they 
fall  into  one  of  the  excludable 
categories  under  immigration 
laws.”  Engster  added  that  INS 
officials  have  not  explained  which 
categories  apply  to  the  seven 
women. 

David  Nichols  of  the  inter¬ 
agency  Cuban-Haitian  Task  Force 
in  Washington,  D.C.  described  an 
INS  process  “whereby  a  person 
who  is  deemed  to  be  a  potential 
threat  to  our  society  is  subject  to 
what  is  called  an  exclusionary 
hearing.”  He  said  an  alien  found 
by  the  INS  to  be  excludable  can  be 
deported  either  to  the  country  of 
origin  or  to  a  third  country.  No 
arrangement  has  been  made  to 
daje  with  the  Cuban  government 
to  accept  refugees  excluded  from 
the  United  States. 

Engster  told  GCN  that 
exclusion  hearings  for  the  seven 
women  have  been  scheduled 
several  times  only  to  be  cancelled 
Continued  on  Page  7 
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and  rescheduled.  She  did  not 
know  when  hearings  are  next 
scheduled  to  take  place. 

INS  officals  uv  Washington 
referred  all  questions  about  the 
two  groups  of  women  to  the 
regional  INS  office  in  New  York. 
But  a  Mr.  Jasey  of  the  New  York 
office  (whose  first  name  is  not 
known)  refused  to  discuss  the 
cases  with  GCN. 

Engster  says  federal  authorities 
have  limited  the  access  of  her 
group  to  the  women.  “It’s  making 
it  a  lot  more  difficult  for  the 
women  to  understand  what’s 
going  on  and  to  feel  that  they’re 
being  supported,”  she  said.  “I 
think  that’s  the  biggest  problem.”

two  conservative  candidates,  who 

split  the  conservative  vote. 

“Their  combined  popular  vote 
would  have  swamped  Sewell,” 
Jackson  told  GCN.  “This  time  it 
was  Sewell  vs.  one  kind  of  moder¬ 
ate-looking  but  actually  fairly 
conservative  candidate,  and  the 
issue  was  Sewell’s  confrontational 
style  of  leadership.” 

Sewell  had  confronted  police 
harassment  of  minority  communi¬ 
ties  in  Toronto,  and  “that  polar¬ 
ized  a  lot  of  people,”  reported 
Jackson. 

Both  gay  and  straight  press  had 
predicted  an  easy  victory  for  His¬ 
lop,  and  Hislop  told  GCN  he  saw 
the  resulting  overoptimism  as  one 
of  the  factors  in  his  defeat. 

“The  media  really  hyped  it  up. 
The  gay  ghetto  here  overlaps  two 
wards,  ward  6  and  ward  7,  and 
people  forgot  where  the  boundary 
line  is,”  said  Hislop.  “A  large 
part  of  ward  6  is  not  gay.  The  west 
side  is  heavily  Chinese  and  Portu¬ 
guese,  and  I’m  not  well  known  as 
a  community  worker  on  that  side 
of  the  ward.” 

Hislop  added  that  with  the 
media’s  concentration  on  his  sex¬ 
uality,  it  was  difficult  to  convince 
the  public  that  he  was  more  than  a 
one-issue  candidate. 

Another  factor  was  hate  litera¬ 
ture  distributed  by  the  “God 
Squad,”  Hislop’s  label  for  area 
fundamentalist  Christians.  “We 
underestimated  the  effect  of 
that,”  he  told  GCN.  “It  was  so 
extreme  that  we  thought  we  didn’t 
have  to  worry  about  it. 

“But  I  think  there  was  a  quiet 
fear  that  maybe  the  hate  literature 
was  right,  a  kind  of  closet  anti-gay 
thing  that  came  out  when  people 
actually  got  into  the  polling 
booth.” 

In  an  informal  survey  con¬ 
ducted  by  The  Body  Politic  re¬ 
porters  in  Toronto  bars  after  the 
election,  most  people  “felt  a  com¬ 
bination  of  general  apathy  and 
homophobia  caused  Hislop’s 
defeat,”  TBP  reporter  Ed  Jack- 
son  told  GCN.  “They  also  felt 
that  the  gay  issue  had  defeated 
Sewell,  and  that  was  a  part  of  his 
general  confrontational  style,  and 
a  swing  to  the  right  as  well.” 

“Although  it’s  a  definite  shift 
to  the  right,”  Jackson  added, 
“It’s  not  an  overwhelming  one. 
It’s  not  a  Reagan-like  ava¬ 
lanche  . . . 

“People  [in  the  bars]  were  not 
devastated,  but  they  thought  it 
was  important.  That  was  the 
really  stfong  sense  we  got,  that 
people  were  talking  about  the 
issues... I’ve  never  seen  people 
talking  about  political  issues  in  a 
bar  before.  I  love  it,”  Jackson 
told  GCN. 

Hislop  also  sees  the  election 
results  as  in  no  way  equivalent  to 
the  U.S.  elections  the  week 
before,  telling  GCN,  “No,  we’re 
running  behind  you  in  that. . .  You 
know,  if  Mayor  Sewell  had  gotten 
one  more  vote  in  each  poll  [pre¬ 
cinct]  in  the  city,  he  would  have 
been  elected.” 

Hislop  has  already  announced 
his  plans  to  run,  and  win,  in  1982.

The  most  talked-about  group  at  this  year’s  Michigan 
Women’s  Music  Festival  was  Ova.  They  are  an 
unusual  addition  to  women’s  music:  two  women  from 
England  who  have  been  playing  throughout  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Europe,  and  now  have  toured  coast-to- 
coast  in  the  United  States. 

Ova  has  two  members,  Jana  Runnalls  and 
Rosemary  Schonfeld.  Rosemary,  27,  was  born  in 
Wales,  grew  up  in  Canada,  and  since  she  was 
nineteen  has  been  travelling  in  Europe  and  Asia,  living 
primarily  in  England.  Jana,  30,  grew  up  in  Britain  and 
moved  to  Paris  at  the  age  of  20  where  she  was  a 
street  singer  for  several  years.  They  met  in  Paris  four 
years  ago,  and  each  was  excited  to  meet  another  full¬ 
time  woman  musician.  Their  relationship  as  lovers 
resulted  in  Rosemary’s  dropping  out  of  a  soft-rock 
band  she  was  in.  They  teamed  up  and  have  been 
playing  music  together  ever  since. 

The  Ova  tour  began  at  the  Michigan  Women’s  Music 
Festival.  They  then  did  performances  in  several 
northwestern  cities,  Berkeley,  the  midwest,  and  finally 
the  east  coast  with  the  tour  finishing  at  the  “Women  of 
the  World’’  festival  held  in  New  York  City  in  October. 
Roadwork,  a  Washington,  D.C.  based  women’s  music 
tour  company,  sponsored  their  tour  —  the  first  in  the 
U.S.  by  a  European  group.  Accompanying  them  on 
their  seven  thousand  mile  trip  across  America  in  a  VW 
van  was  Hollis  Fay,  a  Seattle  woman  who  acted  as 
their  driver  and  “roadmother.” 

In  concert  at  “Somewhere,”  a  women’s  bar  in 
Boston,  Rosemary  and  Jana  were  exciting  performers. 
Both  sang  and  played  guitar  and  they  successfully 
alternated  in  featuring  their  talents.  Jana  is  an 
extremely  innovative  singer,  creating  many  unusual 
sounds  that  might  be  described  as  shrieks,  howls, 
pops,  and  a  machine-gun  like  noise  called  “ululating.” 
Rosemary  is  an  excellent  guitarist,  playing  many  lovely 
solos.  Their  musical  style  is  faster,  louder,  and  harsher 
than  most  American  women’s  music,  and  their  make¬ 
up  and  clothes  are  colorful  and  exotic,  which  led  one 
to  ask  them  if  they  consider  themselves  a  “punk” 
group. 

MT:  Are  you  punk? 

RS:  No.  People  in  England  would  laugh  if  they  thought 
we  were  being  classified  as  punk  in  the  U.S.  They’d 
'  have  hysterics. 

MT:  Why? 

JR:  The  punk  movement  in  England  is  epitomized  by 
men  in  heavy  leather  gear  covered  in  chains  spitting 
on  the  audience  and  getting  the  audience  into  a  whole 
kind  of  emotional  catharsis. 

RS:  There  are  women  punk  groups,  but  it’s  the  same 
kind  of  music  [as  the  men], 

JR:  It’s  heavy  male  music,  but  what  predominates  is  a 
strong  beat  throughout.  Punk  music  has  been  sucked 
into  the  industry  and  it  is  dead  as  far  as  I’m 
concerned. 

MT:  Dead  as  a  political  force? 

JR:  Yes.  The  women  who  are  portrayed  in  the  punk 
industry  are  either  in  heavy  leather  or  in  very 
outrageous  “femme”  outfits  that  ridicule  the  fact  that 
they  are  females  —  punk  hair,  funny  makeup. 

RS:  It’s  always  very  loud,  the  same  line-up  of 
instruments.  That’s  why  it’s  so  funny  to  think  that 
we’re  thought  of  as  punk  because  our  music  format  is 
so  different. 

JR:  I  think  the  reason  people  see  us  as  being  vaguely 
punk  or  New  Wave  is  we  have  this  beat  that  goes  on 
predominantly  in  the  heavy,  more  political,  songs.  Also, 
we  have  what  is  being  quoted  as  having  a  kind  of 
hostility  about  us,  because  we  feel  so  angry  about  a 
lot  of  things. 

RS:  This  may  sound  arrogant,  but  musically  we  are 
revolutionary.  We  have  revolutionary  ideas  in  how  we 
play;  we  do  not  use  instruments  in  the  conventional 
way.  We  don’t  use  our  voices  in  the  conventional  way. 
Nobody  can  categorize  us. 

JR:  It’s  interesting  that  we’re  being  called  “New  Wave” 
because  we  try  to  see  what  we  reflect  from  our 
environment  in  London.  And  we  are  reflecting  some  of 
that  violence  that  we  encounter  every  day  in  the 
streets,  from  the  youth  of  England  and  from  the 
National  Front,  from  the  clashes  between  the 
Socialists  and  the  Nazis.  Of  course  we’re  picking  that 
up  and  we’re  throwing  that  out,  because  we  have 
strong  feelings  about  it.  We  have  to  survive  in  that 
environment. 

MT:The  reason  I  think  you  are  considered  punk  is,  for 
example,  when  Holly  Near  does  a  song  about  violence, 
it’s  a  lot  more  sweet  and  melodic,  compared  to  what 
you  were  doing  in  your  concert.  I  see  yours  as  punk 
style. 

JR:  We’re  not  out  to  “please.” 

RS:  We  are,  a  bit,  anti-love  song.  We  don’t  think  that’s 
enough.  Here  it  seems  like  it’s  political  and  radical  to 
write  lesbian  love  songs.  We  see  that  as  an  area  that 
women  have  always  been  allowed  to  enter  into  — 
singing  love  songs  sweetly.  In  America  women’s  music 
—  not  all  of  it  —  there  seems  to  be  a  trend  towards 
acceptability  and  sweet  harmonies  and  conventional 
musical  standards. 


JR:  And  male  approval,  from  the  straight  music 
industry.  We  keep  reading  all  these  articles  about 
women’s  music  going  overground,  and  wondering  what 
is  happening?  Why  don’t  people  sit  and  discuss  all  this 
seriously?  It  is  a  power.  We  are  learning  to  use  our 
power  properly  and  we  see  that  as  a  great  danger  — 
being  sucked  right  into  it. 

RS:  It’s  like  women  were  making  their  money  and  being 
stars  of  the  women’s  movement  and  now  they’re 
turning  round  and  saying,  “We  want  male  approval 
now.”  It’s  like  taking  women’s  energy  and  giving  it  to 
men.  It’s  a  step  backward.  And  what’s  even  more 
ridiculous  is  it’s  still  90%  women  that  go  to  the 
concerts. 

MT:  What  do  you  think  of  the  argument  that  by  doing 
this  you  a  reach  a  larger  audience? 

RS:  We  do  mixed  concerts.  We’re  aware  of  the  danger 
of  preaching  to  the  converted.  At  the  same  time,  we 
will  not  compromise  our  musical  or  political  stance.  If 
that  means  it’s  going  to  take  a  long  timfe  to  reach 
more  people,  we  accept  that.  We’re  reaching  more  all 
the  time. 

JR:  If  you  have  to  water  down  your  politics  in  order  to 
reach  large  numbers  of  people,  what  is  the  point  of 
reaching  large  numbers  of  people?  You  are  not  getting 
the  message  across  anymore. 

RS:  We  do  feel  there’s  importance  when  we  do  mixed 
concerts  and  the  men  that  come  support  feminism.  At 
one  concert  there  was  a  man  from  the  Men  Against 
Rape  Group  and  a  man  from  the  Rape  Crisis  Center. 
Men  can  support  the  women's  movement  in  ways  that 
women  need  —  like  money  because  men  have  more 
money,  or  in  doing  daycare.  That’s  the  kind  of  people 
we  want  to  encourage. 

MT:  Does  your  music  express  your  politics? 

RS:  We  started  playing  together  before  we  got  involved 
in  the  women’s  movement.  We  came  out  because  we 
got  beaten  up  and  thrown  out  of  the  house  we  were 
living  in.  Our  music  evolved  as  both  of  us  expressed 
our  feelings  through  music.  We  sang  about  it,  and  it 
went  from  there.  Now,  it’s  the  inspiration  for  our

music.  That’s  our  energy,  our  politics.  Because  that  ij 
our  personal  commitment. 

JR:  You  can’t  separate  the  personal  and  the  political,  j 
As  we’ve  grown  with  each  other  in  the  last  four  years 
we’ve  realized  that  everything  we  do  —  the  way  we 
use  our  instruments,  the  way  we  present  ourselves  - 
is  political.  We’ve  gradually  been  able  to  assume  the 
power,  the  power  we  have  as  women,  as  feminists, 
and  now  we  use  it  as  performers.  I’ve  been,  at  times; 
caught  up  in  all  this  responsibility,  asking  myself,  “01! 
my  God,  what  am  I  meant  to  be  saying?”  and  the 
performing  part  of  it  becoming  secondary.  Now  I’m 
really  enjoying  being  a  performer,  the  audience 
participation  and  energy,  and  the  way  the  audience  | 
relates  to  what.we’re  singing  about  and  how  we 
express  it. 

MT:  Are  there  other  groups  like  yours  in  England? 

JR:  Politically,  there’s  another  band  that  agrees  with  i 
and  a  jazz  band  called  “Jam  Today.”  There’s  no  oth< 
lesbian  bands  that  are  organized  and  touring.  There 
are  bands  in  various  cities  such  as  Edinborough  and 
Liverpool.  They  haven’t  had  much  recognition  or 
support.  I  think  they’re  struggling  in  the  same  ways  v 
did  for  three  years.  It  takes  a  lot  of  hard  work  and  ris 
taking.  Equipment  is  twice  as  expensive  over  there. 
MT:  Are  there  women-only  spaces  in  Europe? 

JR:  In  England,  very  little.  It’s  usually  on  the  alternate 
theatre  circuit.  There  aren’t  women’s  bars,  but  there 
are  women’s  disco  rooms  in  pubs.  We  play  women’s 
disco  evenings,  which  is  hard  because  women  like  tc 
drink  heavily  and  the  bars  shut  at  11.  Lately,  there 
seems  to  be  more  consciousness  of  women’s  music, 
and  we  get  different  venues,  like  university  campuse 
and  theatres.  In  Dublin  we  played  at  a  gay  club  whic 
was  for  men,  but  the  women  had  it  one  night  a  week 
It  freaked  the  whole  male  organizing  body  right  out, 
because  the  women  were  so  excited  by  us.  We  are 
also  introducing  the  revolutionary  concept  of  no 
smoking  during  performances.  We’ve  both  just  given 
up  smoking  in  the  last  year. 

It  has  helped  having  certain  American  performers 
England,  predominantly  Meg  Christian.  She  has  draw 
the  largest  crowd  of  women  so  far,  which  is  500  in 
London. 

RS:That  was  women  from  all  over  England,  Ireland, 
and  Scotland.  It’s  all  on  a  much  smaller  scale  there.  ‘ 
Lesbian  culture  is  a  working  class  culture  there,  and 
very  separate  from  the  more  socialist  women’s 
movement,  which  is  the  straighter  women’s 
movement.  England  has  a  whole  different  history  of  : 
politics. 

JR:  And  solutions. 

RS:  Yoiudon’t  get  straight  women  coming  to  lesbian  i 
events.  But  they  don’t  have  anything  themselves, 
either. 

MT:To  me,  it’s  hard  to  imagine  feminism  without 
women’s  music. 

JR:  In  America,  it’s  part  of  how  the  whole  culture 
functions,  through  music.  In  England,  it’s  more  theat! 
Theatre  is  recognized  as  a  valid  art  and  gets 
government  funding. 

MT:  Where  have  you  played  on  this  tour? 

JR:  The  Michigan  Women’s  Music  Festival,  then 
Seattle,  Portland,  Areata,  Ashland,  Berkeley, 
Indianapolis,  Cincinatti,  Columbus,  Pittsburg, 
Baltimore,  Washington,  Boston,  and  New  York  next  I 
week.  I 

MT:  And  you  drove  the  whole  tour?  How  do  you  feel  l 
about  what  you’ve  seen  of  the  US? 

JR:  It’s  been  overwhelming.  The  vast  spaces  make  uj  | 
realize  how  difficult  it  is  to  keep  communication  goin 
between  women.  But  I’m  amazed  at  how  well  all  the  i 
production  teams  handled  the  concerts.  They’ve  got  . 
that  amount  of  experience,  and  the  amount  of  care  ;< 
incorporated  is  wonderful.  There  seems  to  be  a  lot  o  I 
different  opinions  all  over  the  country.  Different  politi  t 
in  the  women's  community  in  each  city. 

MT:  What  are  your  impressions  of  women’s  music 
here?  *  i 

RS:  We  had  some  criticisms  of  it  before  coming  over. : 
From  what  we  had  heard,  and  the  fact  that  of  all  the  i 
women  performers  that  have  been  over  to  England  a ; 
Europe,  the  only  one  that’s  shown  any  interest  in 
finding  out  what  women  are  doing  there  —  that  we  j 
might  actually  be  doing  something  different  —  that  < 
there  are  cultures  other  than  American  ones  which  s  j 
valid  —  the  only  one  is  Alix  Dobkin. 

We  also  found  it  very  difficult  to  come  over.  Nobo< ; 
wanted  to  help  us.  It  was  like  feeling  that  there  is  an  ( 
established  network,  and  it’s  tough  to  get  into,  and  it , 
doesn’t  matter  that  you’re  English,  it  doesn’t  matter 
where  you're  from.  This  is  the  network  and  it’s  not 
easy  for  you  to  get  into  it.  It’s  incredibly  competitive. 
There’s  far  more  going  on  here  than  in  England,  but 
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one  of  the  issues  we  had  to  come  to  terms  with  when 
we  first  started  playing  music  together  and  combining 
our  politics,  was  competition.  Because  even  between 
each  other  we  used  to  be  incredibly  competitive.  We 
both  used  to  be  lead  singers.  And  we  had  to  break  that 
down  and  find  a  way  of  using .  .  . 

JR:  consolidating  the  differences. 

RS:  I  still  feel  that  a  singer  must  have  room  for 
expression.  This  can  be  done  without  falling  into  rigid 
lead-voice,  back-up  singer  structures.  Find  new  ways 
of  using  the  voice. 

JR:  You  can  have  a  sense  of  structure  that  is  flexible. 
Women  are  very  touchy  about  professionalism,  about 
structure,  and  about  star-tripping.  These  seem  to  be 
the  biggest  criticisms  that  most  European  women 
seem  to  have  about  the  American  women’s  culture. 
This  isn’t  surprising  because  all  they  get  is  the 
product:  “And  now  we  present  the  wonderful  new 
album  —  Lesbian  Concentrate  —  you’ve  never  seen 
anything  like  it  before.’’  Which  is  true,  but  you  don’t 
sell  it  that  way  to  a  culture  like  the  English.  Because 
we’re  poor. 

RS:  We’re  in  a  depression,  and  women  are  living  on  14 
i  pounds  a  week  and  the  album  costs  5  pounds.  You 
don’t  spend  half  a  weeks  pay.  You  can  just  afford  to 
go  have  a  beer.  There  is  a  lot  of  American  imperialism 
that  women  don’t  realize.  What’s  very  frustrating  is  our 
saying  to  women,  “Yes,  there  aren’t  as  many  albums 
over  there,  because  we’re  so  poor,  it’s  difficult  to  get 
:  money,”  and  they  say,  “Yes,  it  is  here  too.”  There  is 
no  comparison.  We  made  our  cassette  on  $2000  in  3 
days.  To  get  that,  we  had  to  borrow  from  5  different 
i  people  and  those  are  people  with  money  compared  to 
i|  most.  Some  women  here  do  understand  we’re  not  just 
giving  a  bleeding  heart  story,  but  just  trying  to  explain 
why  it  hasn’t  happened  in  England  like  it  has  here. 
There  is  money  to  be  found  here.  In  England,  there 
isn’t. 

JR:  There’s  also  the  organization  within  the  women’s 
communities.  There’s  far  more  organization  here  [in 
[I  the  U.S.].  There’s  more  experience  here.  It’s  been 
|  more  community  conscious  for  longer  —  more  solid 
feeling  even  though  politics  might  be  fragmented 
within  a  community.  [With]  every  production  team,  we 
felt  their  experience,  that  they’ve  got  a  perspective  to 
work  from.  In  England,  women  are  just  learning.  We 
seem  to  get  more  recognition  from  places  like  Holland 
and  Germany.  Those  are  richer  countries. 

I’d  like  to  say  something  about  the  American 
women’s  music  scene,  because  we’ve  been  very 
critical  so  far.  The  production  companies  that  have 
taken  us  on  are  amazing.  They  took  us  on  because 
they  are  interested  in  cultural  exchange  in  the 
women’s  movement.  They’ve  taken  risks  —  they  know 
we’re  not  known,  they  know  we’re  not  going  to  draw  a 
lot  because  the  majority  of  producers  that  were 
approached  refused.  So  we’re  really  excited  that  there 
are  women  still  who  kind  of  maintain  their  feminist 
vision. 

MT:  How  did  you  get  over  here?  Did  you  start  by 
writing  to  producers? 

JR:  That’s  how  we  tried  to  come  over  at  first.  Nobody 
wanted  to  touch  us.  And  the  reason  we  were  able  to 
come  over  is  because  Susan  Allee  worked  with  us  in 
England  and  wanted  us  to  come  and  spoke  to  Amy 
Horowitz  at  Roadwork.  And  Hollis  Fay  was  prepared  to 
buy  a  van  to  drive  us  around.  Susan,  from  working  with 
Roadwork,  which  is  an  established  tour  organization, 
was  able  to  get  us  the  concerts,  but  is  was  very  hard 
for  her  as  well. 

We’ve  met  some  women  like  Robin  Flower,  Nancy 
Vogl,  Maxine  Feldman  and  Alix  Dobkin  who  have  been 
very  tuned  into  us  and  very  supportive.  We  were  really 
surprised  about  the  network,  and  how  few  women 
know  that  it  exists.  They  don’t  realize  that  if  it  hadn’t 
been  for  knowing  people  in  the  states  who  were  in  a 
position  to  bring  us  over,  we  couldn’t  have  come, 
because  at  first  we  only  knew  about  the  ones  that  are 
more  established  who  weren’t  interested.  We  see  it  as 
a  kind  of  censorship- in  a  way.  I  wonder  how  much 
women  who  go  to  concerts  realize  how  much  of  what 
they  hear  is  actually  in  the  hands  of  a  few;  I’m  afraid. 
There  are  little  monopolies  here  and  there  around 
productions.  It’s  disturbing  that  women  are  not  finding 
new  ways  of  working. 

9IMT:  I’ve  been  feeling  that  even  in  just  seven  years  of 
'Women’s  music,  a  few  stars  have  been  established, 
and  now  the  women  audiences  won't  risk  their  money 
an  new  talent. 

JR:  Yes,  it’s  dreadful.  Women  should  question  what 
:hey  are  listening  to.  Why  is  it  that  producers  don’t 
want  to  risk  their  money?  In  England  if  something  new 
lappens,  everybody  will  go  along  to  hear  it,  because 
hat’s  just  how  women  think,  isn’t  it?  They  want  to 


hear,  they  want  to  find  out  what’s  going  on. 

MT:  How  did  you  like  the  Michigan  festival? 

JR:  Wow!  The  experience  of  our  performance  was 
incredible.  The  energy  was  so  high.  But  we  fognd  that 
there  are  a  lot  of  politics  missing,  especially  from  the 
performing  side  of  it.  We  think  there  could  be  a  lot  of 
discussion  about  it  to  change  some  of  that  structure. 
Organizationally  it  was  superb.  But  the  hard-core 
politics  seemed  to  be  happening  out  in  the  fields  with 
the  6000  women.  That’s  where  the  political  force  was, 
the  energy  was.  The  politics  of  the  performance  side 
of  it  we  found  very  dubious.  There  were  a  lot  of  kind  of 
hierarchical  assumptions.  The  idea  of  a  day  stage  and 
a  night  stage  is  very  exciting,  but  the  way  it  was 
handled  was  if  you’re  on  the  day  stage  you’re  lucky  to 
be  here  at  all.  [At  the  Michigan  Festival,  the  night 
concerts  are  apparently  taken  more  seriously  by  the 
audience  and  producers  than  are  the  day  concerts.] 
And  you  got  second-rate  sound  equipment  and 
treatment,  basically.  The  whole  thing  of  6000  women 
getting  in  one  place  and  what  that  means,  the  energy 
there  and  what  happens  there,  didn’t  seem  to  be 
reflected  by  what  women  were  focussing  their 
attention  on  every  night.  The  performances  were  sort 
of  out  of  touch  with  what  that  means.  There  was  little 
room  for  new  talent.  If  they’re  going  to  have  more  than 
one  stage  they  should  have  several  stages.  They 
should  be  mixing  the  big  names  with  the  unknowns,  so 
that  there  is  this  constant  flow  of  music  coming  out 
from  everybody,  not  just  the  big  names,  so  it  reflects 
the  whole  structure  of  women’s  music.  It  keeps 
everything  in  perspective.  If  we’re  not  flowing  with  old 
and  new  energy,  we  can’t  move  on;  we  can’t  change. 
MT:  When  you  get  back,  will  people  recognize  that 
you’ve  been  a  big  hit  in  the  U.S.,  in  women’s  music? 
JR:  We  want  to  be  very. careful.  If  we  say,  “we’ve  been 
a  big  hit  in  the  U.S.,”  they’ll  say,  “so  what,  get  stuffed, 
go  back  there."  Because  there’s  such  a  strong  feeling 
about  this  kind  of  terminology,  this  whole  American 
way  of  looking  —  star  culture,  whatever.  We  can  try 
explaining  to  women  that  music  is  a  very  important 
and  valid  and  feminist  force,  but  feminist  culture  is  not 
recognized  as  a  strong  political  force.  We’ve  been 
labelled  as  “cultural  feminists”  for  four  years  and  that 
was  kind  of  an  insult.  Because  it’s  such  a  working- 
class  movement. 

MT:  Sounds  like  they  are  even  more  rigid  about 
“political  correctness"  than  American  women. 

RS:  Yes,  they  are.  They  are  extremely  critical.  And  it’s 
very  difficult  to  have  any  kind  of  validation.  The  English 
culture  understates  everything.  How  do  you  explain 
that? 

JR  (in  fake  posh  accent):  “The  English  cul-cha,  thar  so 
thubtle,  you  rahther  mith  everything.”  You  mustn’t  be 
too  loud  and  brash  about  everything,  like  the 
Americans.  Therefore,  it’s  the  other  extreme  and  it’s 
like  repressing. any  kind  of  natural  ways  of  expressing 
yourself.- 

RS:  And  they  drink  a  lot. 

JR:  We’re  battling  against  a  very  alcohol-oriented 
women’s  culture  there. 

MT:  That’s  not  what  you’ve  seen  here? 

JR:  Here  it’s  very  disciplined. 

RS:  You  have  a  choice. 

JR:  There  it’s  just  drinking.  If  you  want  to  be  among 
women,  a  place  to  go,  it’s  drinking.  At  least  you’ve  got 
a  choice  here. 


MT:  Is  there  any  movement  at  all  towards  chemical- 
free  space? 

JR:  Not  yet.  I’ve  just  given  up  alcohol  because  I  was  a 
heavy  drinker,  and  the  only  other  person  I  know  who 
doesn’t  drink  is  my  acupuncturist,  and  she’s  never 
drunk.  We  share  a  lot  of  the  same  criticisms  of  the 
lack  of  consciousness.  I  feel  like  I'm  probably  in  a 
position  to  help  change  that,  by  saying  on  stage  I  think 
it’s  time  there  was  separate  space. 

MT:  Is  there  discussion  of  racism  in  the  lesbian 
community  in  England? 

JR:  Racism  is  not  being  handled  yet,  because  it’s 
enormous. 

RS:  There’s  new  policies  on  immigration.  There’s  the 
National  Front  which  is  anti-anybody  with  colored  skin 
like  people  from  Pakistan,  Bangladesh  and  the  West 
Indies.  The  neo-Nazi  party  actually  ran  in  general 
elections.  Women’s  energy  in  dealing  with  racism  goes 
into  the  anti-Nazi  movement.  A  lot  of  women 
participate  and  support  that. 

JR:  The  Jamaican  and  West  Indian  women  are  forming 
groups  in  south  London,  because  the  Jamaican 
Rastafarian  movement  is  very  strong,  but  the  women 
are  trying  to  separate  themselves  from  it.  It’s  very 
sexist. 

There  are  fewer  black  lesbians  here  that  are  out, 
apparent,  and  involved.  The  women  of  color  are  still 
gaining  confidence  in  their  own  identity  separate  from 
the  white  women. 

I’m  thinking  of  a  sixteen  year  old  black  woman  I 
know  who  became  a  punk  and  dyed  one  half  of  her 
hair  white  and  the  other  half  was  black.  Then  she  dyed 
an  anarchist  symbol  into  the  white  half. 

MT:  What  are  the  political  issues  in  England? 

RS:  The  rise  of  fascism.  Thatcher  is  like  Reagan.  He  is 
saying  the  same  things  that  she  used  to  get  in.  She’s 
more  clever  than  Reagan,  but  she’s  got  the  same  kind 
of  goals.  It’s  happening  in  lots  of  different  countries, 
and  Reagan  in  the  states.  The  fact  that  he’s  running  is 
tragic.  Americans  have  only  known  capitalism.  In 
England  and  Europe  there  are  different  socialist 
histories  and  a  different  perspective  on  the 
government.  Here,  it’s  like  capitalism  is  all  there  is 
and  women  wanting  to  be  acceptable  within  the 
capitalist  structure  without  seeing  that  the  capitalist 
structure  has  got  to  fold.  We’re  not  socialists,  but  in 
terms  of  alternative  governments.  .  . 

RS:  The  ’80s  is  predicted  as  a  decade  of  fascism.  We 
should  all  be  thinking  about  an  alternative  to  that.  I 
think  this  comes  out  in  our  music,  this  sense  of 
urgency. 

MT:  So  are  there  any  bright  ideas  coming  out  of  the 
British  lesbian  community? 

JR:  England  is  low  energy,  it’s  a  depressed  country, 
and  also  communication  is  difficult.  The  nuclear  threat, 
and  cuts  made  by  Thatcher  —  it’s  all  coming  down  on 
us  and  squeezing  us.  Everyone  is  drained  trying  to 
survive.  You  don’t  have  that  much  left. 

But  I  think  the  feminist  vision  is  there,  it’s  just  not 
organized.  The  lesbian  feminists  are  saying  they’ve  got 
something  totally  different,  but  it’s  not  organized 
enough.  The  socialist  feminists  are  siding  with  the 
men.  There’s  been  this  political  split  for  years,  and  it’s 
very  difficult  for  women  to  know  which  direction 
to  take. 


Ova’s  “Roadmother” 

As  the  women  of  Ova  mentioned  in  this  interview,  their  tour  was  made  possible  by  the  help  of  several 
Americans.  One  was  Hollis  Fay,  who  bought  a  van  and  drove  them  on  their  seven  thousand  mile  trip.  She  also 
helped  them  by  arranging  housing,  selling  their  pre-recorded  tape,  and  doing  their  bookkeeping.  Hollis  met 
Ova  when  she  was  living  in  Europe  for  nine  months  last  year. 

Hollis  is  from  Fairbanks,  Alaska,  and  lives,  when  she  isn’t  travelling,  on  an  island  near  Seattle.  She  has  held 
many  jobs,  including  land  surveying,  working  on  the  Alaska  pipeline,  and  running  her  own  junked  car  business 
for  a  year.  While  in  Europe,  she  supported  herself  as  a  hot  air  balloonist,  getting  paid  to  do  this  for  advertising 
purposes.  Says  Hollis,  “I’ve  never  waitressed;  I  never  plan  to.  I’m  not  a  musician,  but  I  wanted  to  work  with 
women’s  music.  I  always  think  of  out-of-the-ordinary  jobs.  I  think  about  what  things  I’d  like  to  do,  and  what 
things  I  see  people  doing  that  I’d  like  to  try.  I  don’t  know  if  women  realize  that  they  can  think  that  way  —  that 
they  have  the  ability  to  decide  what  they  want  to  do.  Sometimes  I  fake  it  a  lot,  too,  just  to  get  in  on  a  job,  and 
then  I  see  that  I  can  do  it.” 

I  asked  Hollis  if  she’d  noticed  the  cultural  differences  that  Rosemary  and  Janna  had  experienced  on  their 
tour  of  American  lesbian  communities.  “Sometimes  I  have  had  arguments  with  them.  I  have  to  get  them  to 
look  at  things  in  another  way.  I  know  how  they’re  looking  at  things  also,  having  lived  in  Europe  myself.  I  prefer 
to  live  in  Europe.  The  movements  are  different  there,  and  the  things  they  are  struggling  for  are  different. 
There’s  little  groups  of  lesbians  all  over,  but  there’s  no  communication.  It's  slowing  them  down,  but  they  are 
getting  through.  Some  of  the  influences  from  here  will  get  through,  but  they  are  real  wary  of  being  told  to  do  it 
the  American  way.  American  lesbians  who  go  to  Europe  assume  that  everybody  will  be  interested  in  what’s 
going  on  in  America,  but  they’re  not.  They've  got  a  lot  of  struggle  there  that  they’re  dealing  with,  and  what’s 
happening  in  America  is  really  removed  from  it.”

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Witches  and  Faggots  Comes  To  U.S. 


Witches  and  Faggots  — 
Dykes  and  Poofters 

Produced  by  Digby  Duncan  and 

The  One  In  Seven  Collective 
By  Vito  Russo 

It  often  happens  that  a  film  in 
progress  evolves  into  something 
quite  different  from  the  original 
intention  of  the  filmmakers.  But 
in  the  case  of  the  new  film  from 
Australia,  Witches  and  Faggots  — 
Dykes  and  Poofters,  history  has 
taken  an  even  firmer  hand  than 
usual. 

June  24,  1978  was  International 
Gay  Solidarity  Day  in  Sydney  and 
the  evening  Mardi  Gras  parade, 
both  political  and  festive,  was  in 
full  swing.  A  group  of  women  had 
come  along  to  film  some 
sequences  for  a  videotape  on  the 
National  Homosexual  Confer¬ 
ence.  Before  the  night  was  over, 
their  cameras  were  recording 
scenes  of  unrelieved  violence  and 
chaos.  Simple  background  sup¬ 
port  sequences  for  a  videotape  had 
turned  into  a  major  statement 
about  the  plight  of  lesbians  and 
gay  men  in  Australia  and  pointed 
towards  a  pattern  of  oppression 
that  has  continued  since  the 
Middle  Ages. 

As  the  Mardi  Gras  ended,  the 
police  encircled  the  demon¬ 
strators,  cutting  off  any  chance  of 
escape,  and  began  indiscriminately 
to  toss  people  into  paddy  wagons. 
Fifty  three  people  were  arrested  in 
the  unprovoked  attack  and  in  the 
days  following,  the  number  of 
arrests  was  brought  up  to  an 
incredible  184.  From  this  series  of 
events,  producer  Digby  Duncan 
and  the  One  In  Seven  Collective, 
fashioned  Witches  and  Faggots  — 
Dykes  and  Poofters,  a  forty-five 
minute  documentary  on  lesbian 
and  gay  oppression  through  the 
ages. 

It’s  a  beautifully  made  film.  The 
opening  sequence,  through  the  use 
of  early  photos,  drawings  and 


persecution  of  lesbians  and  gays  as 
witches  and  heretics  in  thirteenth 
century  Europe,  and  continues 
through  the  anti-homosexual  laws 
and  policies  of  various  gov¬ 
ernments  in  England,  Germany 
and  the  United  States  from  the 
seventeenth  century  to  the  present. 
Though  it  covers  the  necessary 
facts  from  1600  to  1969  in  five 
minutes,  the  points  made  are 
sufficiently  universal  to  make 
clear  an  oppression  supported  by 
all  political  groups  and  factions 
throughout  history.  We,  as  a 
people,  have  been  scapegoats  for 
all  seasons.  Women  and  men  who 
were  burned  at  the  stake  six 
hundred  years  ago  are  today 
referred  to  by  socialists  as  a 
“fascist  phenomenon”  and  by 
fascists  as  a  “socialist 
aberration.”  Politicians  play 
football  with  our  rights  and 
religious  leaders  use  our  existence 
as  fuel  for  holy  wars  and  purges. 
At  no  time  in  history  has  it  been 
more  clear  than  it  is  right  now  that 
our  very  lives  are  disposable. 

This  is  the  kind  of  a  film  you 
think  you’ve  seen  before.  The 
footage  of  the  Mardi  Gras  parade 
is  not  unlike  some  sequences  in 
Arthur  Bresson’s  expertly  made 
GAY  U.S. A.  but  the  intent  and 
the  message  is  very  different.  As 
the  police  begin  to  move  agianst 
the  crowd,  the  cameras  record 
scenes  of  people  being  plucked  out 
of  groups  at  random  and  dragged 
off.  Several  times  a  tug  of  war 
develops  between  the  police  and 
crowds  of  gays  trying  to  rescue 
individuals  being  carried  away. 
Suddenly  you  realize  that  you  have 
seen  it  before  but  not  from  such  a 
vantage  point.  It’s  good  to  know 
that  films  like  this  one  can  be  done 
so  well.  The  economy  and  taste 
evident  in  the  choice  of  both  live 
action  footage  and  repre¬ 
sentational  photos  and  drawings 


are  just  enough  to  make  the 
filmmakers  message  immediate 
and  give  it  the  power  of  a  swift 
punch. 

Interviews,  spaced  throughout 
the  film  to  punctuate  the  scenes  in 
the  streets,  are  not  the  same  old 
forced  conversations  about  how 
tough  it  is  to  be  gay.  Like  the 
finer,  calmer  moments  in  Word  Is 
Out,  the  interview  sequences  here 
have  an  urgency  which  comes 
from  real  intimacy  captured  on 
film.  The  women  who  talk  about 


losing  teaching  jobs  or  being 
separated  from  children  because 
of  their  visibility  as  lesbians  are 
not  shown  simply  as  angry  souls 
who  have  suddenly  been  con¬ 
fronted  with  the  facts  of  life. 
These  people  know  the  con¬ 
sequences  of  their  visibility  and 
their  struggle  to  live  free  is 
presented  as  part  of  a  life  process 
which  they’ve  accepted  as  part  of 
the  whole.  They’re  not  fighting  a 
single  battle  so  that  they  can  go 
home  with  their  pride  intact. 


They’re  shaping  a  lifestyle  which 
demands  total  and  ongoing  vis¬ 
ibility  and  that  shows  upon  screen. 
The  woman  named  Hilary  who 
tells  of  being  forced  to  have  a 
leucotomy  by  a  series  of  male 
psychiatrists  is  not  broken,  but 
determined.  The  operation  she 
describes  has  left  her  not  “cured” 
of  her  lesbianism  but  minus  her 
former  power  of  concentration 
and  ability  to  work  effecitvely.  Yet 
here  she  is,  telling  her  story  and 
bent  "on  becoming  part  of  the 
solution. 

Unlike  other  films  about  gay 
oppression  which  have  horrified 
us  by  showing  individual  incidents 
of  intimidation  and  brutality,  this 
one  catches  us  because  we 
suddenly  see  the  pattern  of  that 
intimidation  and  come  to  realize 
that  it’s  not  going  to  end  if  we  win 
one  local  battle.  Witches  and 
Faggots  —  Dykes  and  Poofters  is 
on  the  surface,  a  very  local  film, 
but  that’s  the  usefulness  of  it.  It 
ties  what  happened  to  the  people 
in  Australia  with  what  has  tradi¬ 
tionally  happened  every  time  in 
history  when  lesbians  and  gays 
have  become  visible  enough  to 
threaten  the  status  quo.  It  reminds 
us  vividly  that  we  can  be  lulled  into 
complacency  by  a  society  which 
“doesn’t  mind”  if  someone  is  gay 
so  long  as  they  don’t  have  to  look 
at  us.  This  film  says  that  they  do 
have  to  look  at  us  and  it  says  this 
plainly  and  with  great  reason  and 
force. 

The  film  also  deals  briefly  with 
issues  dominating  the  present  day 
lesbian  and  gay  rights  movement 
but  wisely  steers  clear  of  becoming 
and  exploration  of  in-fighting. 
The  mass  meetings  at  which 
people  are  trying  to  decide  how  to 
deal  with  the  police  hint  at  the  sep¬ 
aration  which  exists  between  those 
who  want  to  play  by  the  rules  and 
those  who  have  contempt  for  the

With  Patricia  de  A  n  gel  is,  Marsha

It’s  five  minutes  before  Clearing 
is  due  to  perform.  I  start  to 
wonder  what  it’s  like  for  them 
before  a  performance.  I  feel 
nervous,  just  knowing  I  have  to 
write  a  review  and  not  knowing 
what  I’m  going  to  say.  And  here 
they  are,  with  no  idea  of  what  is 
going  to  happen  when  the  per¬ 
formance  begins. 

Clearing  is  an  improvisational 
dance  group  which  was  started 
two  years  ago  by  Patricia  de 
Angelis,  who  remains  the  group’s 
artistic  director.  The  other 
members  of  the  group,  dancing 
Nov.  7  and  8  in  Cambridge,  were 
Marsha  Hiller,  Catherine  Royce, 
Skip  Rosenthal  and  Kim  Wain¬ 
wright.  (The  sixth  member, 
Caroline  Kirby,  is  on  a  leave  of 
absence.) 

I  don’t  think  the  words  “im¬ 
provisational  dance  group”  really 
describes  what  Clearing  is.  The 
first  time  I  saw  their  work,  I

Over  one-hundred  and  twenty- 
five  men  and  wimmin  attended  the 
Second  Anti-Sexist  Men’s  Coffee¬ 
house  at  the  Arlington  Street 
Church  in  Boston  on  Friday  night, 
November  7th.  The  event  was 
organized  by  OASIS  (a  group  of 
gay  and  straight  men  Organized 
Against  Sexism  and  Institutional¬ 
ized  Stereotypes).  Neil  Miller 
writing  for  the  Boston  Phoenix  de¬ 
scribed  this  group  as  “militantly 
pro-feminist.” 

The  purpose  of  the  coffeehouse 
was  to  provide  a  space  where 
“changing  men”  could  gather  in  a 
non-competitive,  nurturing,  social 
atmosphere  to  break  through 
men’s  isolation  by  sharing  their 
lives  and  struggles  with  each  other. 

The  evening  consisted  of  a  film, 
music,  poetry  and  discussion.  The 
film,  Rape  Culture,  was  shown.  It 
emphasized  the  origins  of  violence 
directed  against  women  in  our 
society.  After  the  film,  those  in  at¬ 
tendance  broke  down  into  smaller 
groups  for  a  discussion. 


thought  as  they  started  —  I’m 
going  to  hate  this.  There  were  no 
costumes  and  no  music  and  they 
started  kind  of  jumping  around 
and  rolling  on  the  floor  together. 
I’m  not  a  dance  person  and  I  don’t 
like  weird  stuff.  This  looked 
weird. 

But  Clearing  isn’t  weird.  They 
are  real  and  they  are  honest  and 
they  are  an  amazing  thing  to 
watch.  Sometimes  alone,  some¬ 
times  with  any  or  all  of  the  others 
in  the  group,  they  touch  and  talk 
and  dance  their  feelings  and  their 
lives. 

With  no  set  plan,  one  or  several 
members  of  the  group  steps  into 
the  performing  area  and  begins  to 
move.  The  dance  is  created  spon¬ 
taneously  by  the  interactions  and 
feelings  of  those  involved.  This 
can  include  comments  from 
members  of  the  group  standing  at 
the  edges.  At  times  they’re  funny, 
and  at  times  they’re  serious  and 
powerfully  moving.  Then  there  are 
times  when  I  don’t  really  know 
what’s  going  on.  But  I  tend  to 
forget  about  those  off  times, 
because  the  “on”  times  are  so 
much  on. 


I  don’t  always  remember  that 
Clearing  is  a  group  of  dancers  — 
the  feelings  are  so  much  a  part  of 
what  they  do.  But  then  Pat  de 
Angelis  or  Marsha  Hiller  do 
something  with  their  bodies  that 
would  take  my  breath  away.  They 
are  clearly  the  most  trained 
dancers  in  the  group  and  their 
ability  enriches  the  performances. 

Mutual  trust  fills  Clearing’s 
work.  There  is  physical  trust  —  as 
they  jump  on/fall  towards  one 
another,  the  other  responds  with 
support  and  the  needed  shoulder 
or  hand.  There  is  also  emotional 
trust  —  they  help  each  other  when 
someone  gets  lost  in  their  dance. 
They  listen  and  look  and  respond 
to  each  other’s  stuff.  They  work 
together. 

There  were  special  highlights  for 
me  Friday  evening.  When  Marsha 
and  Pat  danced  a  duet  in  the  first 
half,  I  felt  their  strength  and  pride 
and  closeness.  Watching  them 
connect  intimately,  lifting  and 
supporting  each  other,  I  was  glad 
to  be  a  lesbian  seeing  these  two 
lesbians  dance. 

Their  duet  was  followed  by  Skip 
and  Kim  coming  out  to  dance.  I 


wasn’t  surprised  that  after  such  a 
powerful  feminist  work,  the  men 
would  feel  a  desire  and  need  to 
perform.  I  liked  their  work 
together,  seeing  in  it  both  the 
reaching  for  closeness  and  the 
reserve  and  competitiveness  that  is 
so  often  present  in  relationships 
between  men. 

The  first  half  ended  with  Pat 
running  around  the  edge  of  the 
performing  area,  telling  a  story 
from  her  past  about  her  mother, 


her  sister,  herself  and  tomatoes. 
The  timing  of  the  story  was  partly 
created  by  the  pace  of  her  running 
and  her  catching  her  breath  as  she 
ran.  The  story  was  wonderful;  Pat 
de  Angelis  is  a  very,  very  funny 
woman. 

I  feel  affirmed  by  Clearing’s 
work.  In  my  life  I  try  to  be  open  to 
and  in  touch  with  my  feelings. 
Clearing  has  a  whole  new  way  to 
experience  that  reality. 


and  lesbians  has  been  and  con¬ 
tinues  to  be. 

There  must  be  an  end  to  men 
hiding  within  their  intellects  and 
the  beginning  of  us  developing  re¬ 
lationships  with  other  men.  These 
relationships  may  or  may  not  in¬ 
volve  gay  sex  but  will  definitely 
involve  loving  and  sharing  our 
lives  with  other  men  and  the  proud 
realization  that  gay  relationships 
—  that  men  loving  other  men  — 
are  as  valid  as  heterosexual  rela¬ 
tionships.  If  we,  as  men,  are  going 
to  be  committed  in  our  struggle 
against  sexism,  then  we  must  begin 
by  not  only  respecting  our  gay 
brothers,  but  also  we  must  strug¬ 
gle  on  a  personal  level  by  allowing 
the  emotional  and/or  sexual  feel¬ 
ings  that  we  have  towards  other 
men  to  surface  and  be  articulated. 

OASIS  is  planning  another  cof¬ 
feehouse  to  take  place  in  February 
1981.  It  is  currently  working  on  a 
slide  show  dealing  with  the  media’s 
conceptions  of  the  images  of  men. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  show  will  be 
presented  at  the  next  coffeehouse. 


Challenging  Homophobia 


During  the  evening,  music  was 
provided  by  Rick  Goldin  and  Eric 
Law  whose  songs  dealt  with  the 
themes  of  men  fighting  sexism  and 
getting  close  with  other  men.  Ed 
Cates  read  his  poetry,  there  was  a 
community  sing  and  the  group, 
The  Femmettes  (Michael  Glover, 
Dimid  and  Chip)  sang  a  spirited 
rendition  of  “Fiery  Femmes”  —  a 
protest  song  challenging  the  tenets 
of  masculinity. 

The  organizers  of  OASIS  em¬ 
phasized  that  it  is  important  for 
gay  men  and  lesbians  to  know  that 
there  are  straight  men  who  are 
struggling  with  their  own  homo¬ 
phobia.  It  is  important  to  know 
that  a  growing  number  of  straight 
men  see  homophobia  as  important 
for  themselves  and  to  allow  them 
to  struggle  alongside  gay  men  and 
lesbians. 

I  spoke  to  the  participants  of  the 
coffeehouse.  The  text  of  my  talk 
follows: 

Ending  sexism  is  one  of  OASIS’s 
major  goals,  but  OASIS  and  we, 


as  men,  need  to  have  a  second 
goal,  and  that  goal  is  the  eradica¬ 
tion  of  homophobia.  OASIS  is  a 
group  of  gay  and  straight  men  by 
choice  because  we  believe  that  gay 
and  straight  men  both  share  these 
twin  goals:  stopping  sexism  and 
homophobia.  Homophobia  is  not 
an  issue  important  only  to  gay  men 
and  lesbians  —  just  as  sexism  is 
not  only  important  to  wimmin.  An 
important  aspect  of  homophobia 
is  the  fear  of  getting  close  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  same  sex.  We  are  all 
homophobic  —  all  men  have  fears 
around  being  in  supportive  and 
loving  relationships  with  other 
men.  This  is  a  fear  that  has  been 
socialized  into  us  by  a  society  that 
thrives  on  our  divisions,  divisions 
which  make  possible  our  exploita¬ 
tion.  The  clearest  direction  out  of 
exploitation  is  unity,  sharing  the 
same  struggles  together. 

It  is  crucial  that  we,  as  men, 
challenge  our  homophobia,  just  as 
we  challenge  our  sexism.  Many  of 
us  are  afraid  of  being  labeled  as 
“queers,”  “faggots”  or  “sissies.” 


But  there  is  something  definitely 
good  that  lurks  beneath  these 
“negative”  labels;  being  gentle 
and  tender  and  loving  towards 
other  men  is  nothing  to  shirk 
from.  In  fact,  it  is  something  that 
is  quite  beautiful.  It  is  the  fear  of 
these  labels,  the  fear  that  we  let 
control  our  lives  as  straight  men, 
which  leaves  the  lives  of  gay  men 
and  wimmin  in  perpetual  danger. 

I  want  to  love  other  men.  I  want 
to  step  completely  outside  the 
masculine  role  that  has  been  thrust 
upon  me  and  be  human  in  all  of 
my  relationships.  It  is  natural  to 
want  to  get  close  to  all  human 
beings.  What  we  need  to  expect  of 
ourselves  is  that  we  can  care  about 
all  men,  that  we  cannot  only 
respect  but  also  actively  support 
the  struggles  that  each  of  us 
chooses  to  make  in  regard  to 
sexual  preferences.  Most  impor¬ 
tantly,  straight  men  need  to  look 
at  what  our  feelings  are  about 
getting  close  to  other  men  and  to 
listen  carefully  and  understand 
what  the  oppression  of  gay  men

police  after  hearing  testimony 
from  numerous  people,  including 
both  Jerry  and  Scott  Goulet.  A 
police  department  representative 
pledged  that  no  more  such  raids 
would  be  undertaken.  The  repre¬ 
sentative  alleged  that  the  party  had 
been  advertised,  and  was  therefore 
a  public  event.  When  pressed  to 
produce  an  advertisement,  he  ad¬ 
mitted  that  there  had  been  no  ad¬ 
vertisement,  according  to  Scott 
Goulet. 

A  statement  by  the  city  attorney 
cited  the  1979  Pryor  decision  by 
the  California  Supreme  Court  (see 


GCN  Vol.  7,  No.  10).  He  con¬ 
tended  that  there  were  no  members 
of  the  general  public  present  who 
were  offended  by  the  sexual  ac¬ 
tivity  taking  place  at  the  baths  — 
except  for  the  policemen  who  had 
infiltrated  the  party. 

Although  criminal  prosecution 
of  almost  all  of  the  defendants  has 
been  abandoned,  several  of  them 
are  reportedly  planning  to  file  false 
arrest  suits  against  the  police.  The 
Spa’s  management  is  also  planning 
to  sue  for  damages  sustained 
during  the  raid.  The  bath  was  able 
to  open  for  business  as  scheduled 
several  days  after  the  raid. 

There  is  some  speculation  that 


the  raid  had  been  politically  moti¬ 
vated.  One  observer  noted  that  the 
political  season  for  the  April  1981 
municipal  elections  was  about  to 
begin.  Both  Stevenson  and  Mayor 
Thomas  Bradley,  two  pro-gay 
politicians,  are  up  for  re-election. 

Morris  Kight  suspects  that  the 
raid  was  a  form  of  retaliation  after 
voters  rejected  a  ballot  proposition 
that  would  have  generously  in¬ 
creased  the  police  pension. 

Kight  added,  “I  think  the  cops 
misread  the  election  of  [Repub¬ 
lican  President-elect  Ronald] 
Reagan  as  a  mandate  to  beat  up  on 
us.  If  they  have  mistaken  it,  then 
we  must  fight  back  vigorously.”

Extended  exposure  or  delay  before  washing 
diminishes  the  effectiveness  of  this  preventive 
measure.  Washing  is  doubly  important  since  even  in 
the  absence  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhea,  other  sexually 
transmitted  germs  can  cause  infections  such  as  NGU 
(non-gonococcal  urethritis)  or  NSU  (non-specific 
urethritis). 

If  lubricants  are  involved  in  the  sex  act,  use 
watersoluble  preparations  that  will  wash  away.  Do 
not  use  an  oil  base  that  will  leave  a  film  to  trap  the 
germs. 

NOTE:  The  foreskin  that  covers  the  head  of  the 
penis  may  trap  germs  which  can  cause  infections. 
Therefore,  special  attention  should  be  given  to 
washing  the  uncircumcised  penis. 

When  vaccines  against  gonorrhea  and  syphilis 
will  have  been  developed,  personal  hygiene  will  re¬ 
main  necessary  to  prevent  other  sexually  transmitted 
diseases.  For  example:  A  gonorrhea  vaccine  will  not 
prevent  approximately  half  of  the  reported  cases  of 
male  urethritis  which  are  not  gonorrhea. 

PAGE  3:  SOME  ASPECTS  OF  PERSONAL 

HYGIENE  FOR  MALE  AND  FEMALE 

Infectious  germs  which  are  always  found  in  the 
lower  digestive  tract  may  be  transmitted  from  the  rec¬ 
tum  during  certain  sex  activities.  Among  the 
dangerous  germs  present  may  be  the  virus  which 
causes  hepatitis,  and  parasites  which  cause  gastro¬ 
intestinal  disorders  if  they  enter  the  mouth  (anal-oral 
route). 

The  mucous  membranes  of  the  genito-urinary 
system  are  highly  susceptible  to  infection  by  some  of 
these  germs  from  the  rectum.  For  example:  As  a 
result  of  careless  wiping  from  rectum  toward  vagina 
by  the  female  after  toilet,  germs  are  easily  spread  to 
the  vagina  where  they  may  cause  infections,  and  from 
which  they  may  be  transmitted  during  vaginal,  as  well 
as  rectal,  intercourse.  Therefore,  females  must  not 
wipe  in  the  direction  of  rectum  to  vagina . 

Personal  hygiene  before  and  after  sex  can  be 
greatly  aided  by  the  bidet,  a  low  bathroom  fixture, 
designed  to  facilitate  washing  for  disease  prevention1 
and  proper  cleansing  after  toilet.  Not  everyone,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  has  been  adequately  informed  as  to  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  the  bidet;  it  is  not  found,  for  instance,  in 
homes  or  hotels  in  the  United  States,  whereas  in 
many  parts  of  the  world  it  is  widely  used  and  signifi¬ 
cant  to  personal  hygiene.  Good  hygiene  requires 
careful  washing  of  genital  and  rectal  areas  before  and 
after  sex.

For  the  sexually  active  female  —  certain  com¬ 
mercially  available  vaginal  contraceptive  foams, 
creams,  suppositories  and  jellies,  which  also  have 
germicidal  properties  that  may  prevent  VD.

By  Andrea  F.  Loewenstein 
(In  the  last  two  episodes,  we  met 
Ann  Morgenthal  and  Manny 
Brighton,  members  of  The  Brimp- 
ton  Street  Self  Protection  Associa¬ 
tion,  which  was  formed  to  deal 
with  a  teenage  gang  which  has 
been  terrorizing  local  gays  and  les¬ 
bians.  The  BSSPA  is  now  meeting 
in  the  apartment  which  Manny 
shares  with  his  lover,  David,  who 
is  disturbed  by  Manny’s  preoccu¬ 
pation  with  Sam,  a  man  in  leather 
who  invited  Manny  to  come  to  his 
place  to  "party”  at  the  end  of  the 
last  episode.  During  the  meeting, 
Ann  remained  preoccupied  with 
her  problems  of  balancing  two  re¬ 
lationships,  and  with  her  struggles 
as  a  writer.  Neither  Ann  nor 
Manny  paid  much  attention  to 
Josie  MacMillan,  an  older  dyke 
who  is  one  of  the  students  in  the 
adult  education  class  Ann  teaches, 
and  whom  both  of  them  have  ob¬ 
served  wandering  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  in  a  drunken  state,  with  her 
large  black  dog.  Now  we  find 
Josie  at  the  meeting.) 

“The  Blessed  Virgin  and  all  the 
Saints  preserve  me,”  thought 
Josie  MacMillan,  “from  these 
new  little  dykes  that  think  they  got 
all  the  answers.”  This  one,  Ann, 
who  was  her  teacher  at  the  school, 
reminded  her  of  a  new  little  bird 
before  it  gets  all  its  feathers  on  it, 
let  alone  learn  how  to  fly!  “All 
that  talk  about  safe  houses  and 
squads  and  la-di-da  this  and 
that,”  Josie  told  herself,  “and 
she’d  last  all  of  five  minutes  on 
the  street.  Her  big  words  wouldn’t 
get  her  too  far  then!”  And  all  the 
time  that  boy  that  gave  the  party 
wasn’t  even  listening,  he  was  so 
busy  trying  to  get  in  on  with  the 
boy  in  leather,  thinking  about  just 
one  thing  like  they  all  did,  whether 
they  was  straight  or  gay  as  they 
come,  like  these  here. 

“Git  over  here,  Tiny,”  she 
called  her  dog  from  where  he  was 
sniffing  the  leather  one  up.  “Dog 
never  did  have  no  manners,”  she 
apologized,  thinking  to  herself 
that  it  sure  wasn’t  gonna  be  much 
of  a  party,  after  all.  She’d  kind  of 
hoped  that  maybe  they’d  think  to 
ask  someone  for  her,  but  now  she 
thought  she’d  been  a  first  class 
fool.  These  kids  probably  thought 
she  ought  to  be  grateful  to  be 
asked  to  their  boring  meeting  and 
figured  no  one  past  thirty  had 
them  kind  of  needs  no  more  any¬ 
ways.  There  was  only  one  other 
girl  there  besides  her  teacher,  and 
she  was  one  of  these  new  little 
butches  that  you  had  to  look  twice 
to  know  was  it  a  girl  at  all.  Ann 
was  OK  if  you  liked  the  sort  of 
plain  serious  teacher  type,  where¬ 
as  Josie  herself  had  sdways  went 
for  blonds,  skinny  blonds. 
“Fragile”  was  what  she  used  to 
describe  Fran  as,  to  herself,  like 
she’d  break  in  two  if  you  touched 
her,  not  that  Fran  had  ever  came 
near  breaking,  and  she  sure  used 
to  touch  her  alright! 

She  had  something  to  say  on  the 
subject  of  the  meeting,  but  when 
she  tried  to,  they  wouldn’t  even 
listen,  and  she  started  to  wonder 
why  they  even  asked  her  to  come 
in  the  first  place.  All  she  said  was, 
“never  mind  no  safety  squads.” 
She  never  left  the  house  without 
her  knife  that  she  kept  good  and 


sharp  and  ready  and  wouldn’t  hes¬ 
itate  to  use  neither,  that  is  if  any 
punk  got  that  close  to  her  which 
would  mean  killing  Tiny  first, 
which  was  her  dog  that  she’d 
named  after  the  first  dog  her  and 
Fran  had  together,  so  this  one  was 
Tiny,  Jr.  so  to  speak,  though 
really  the  two  of  them  wasn’t  re¬ 
lated  and  the  only  thing  the  two 
Tinys  did  have  in  common  was 
their  size,  ’cause  her  and  Fran 
didn’t  believe  in  paying  good 
money  for  one  of  them  fancy  tho¬ 
roughbred  dogs  that  was  too  high 
strung  to  be  a  good  watchdog  any¬ 
ways,  when  there  were  perfectly 
good  dogs  that  some  shithead  or 
other  had  abandoned  that  was 
going  begging  for  homes  down 
Angell  Memorial.  That  was  where 
sheigother'Tiny , whenhe  wasjust  a 
little  black  ball  someone  put  out, 
and  he’d  been  her  best  friend  ever 
since  and  sometimes,  she  even 
thought  her  only  friend,  since 
Fran  passed  from  cancer  ten  years 
ago. 

All  she  was  doing  was  trying  to

It 
was  so  stupid,  teaching  her  basic 
English  and  math  when  all  the 
time  she  was  a  first  class  welder 
that  had  held  a  job  any  of  them 
would  of  gave  their  eyeteeth  for, 
all  through  the  war,  when  they  put 
her  out.  That’s  what  she’d  tried  to 
tell  them  when  the  asked  her  if  she 
had  any  skills,  damn  right  she  had 
skills  and  was  ready  to  use  them 
too,  just  find  her  the  job,  ’cause 
was  it  her  fault  if  they  took  one 
look  at  her  and  said,  “uh  well 
we’ll  call  you,  uh..Miss.”  Call 
her,  shit!  Just  ’cause  she  was  a 
little  older  and  getting  heavy,  no 
one  wanted  to  give  her  a  chance. 
If  this  stupid  program  she  was  in 
didn’t  get  her  no  job  she  was 
gonna  sue  their  asses,  she  knew  a 
girl  that  did  it,  too,  she  quit  a  per¬ 
fectly  good  job  waiting  tables 
which  she  couldn’t  get  back  after¬ 
wards  for  one  of  them  CEDA  pro¬ 
grams  that  didn’t  get  her  no  job, 
and  she  sued  the  government  for 
twenty  grand  and  got  it,  too,  and 
so  would  she  if  they  tried  to  treat 
her  that  way.  She  wondered  what 
these  boys  that  lived  here  did  for 
work;  they  had  some  real  nice 
classy  furniture,  but  then  gay  boys 
usually  did  have  taste,  that  was 
one  way  you  could  tell  them  they 
used  to  say,  just  like  you  could  tell 
a  dyke  from  being  good  with  her 
hands,  ha  ha. 


But  classy  furniture  and  all,  no 
one  even  had  the  common  cour¬ 
tesy  to  offer  her  a  drink  not  that 
she  really  wanted  one,  but  shit, 
you’d  think  they  could  do  better 
than  “tea  or  coffee”.  And  then, 
when  she  got  out  on  the  cold  dark 
street,  after  all  their  talk  about 
safety  squads  la-di-da,  they  were 
all  gone  their  separate  ways  in  a 
flash  and  the  only  one  that  had  the 
common  courtesy  ter  even  offer  to 
walk  along  with  her  was  that 
colored  guy  that  talked  so  funny, 
strange  how  these  things  turned 
out,  wasn’t  it?  She  had  been 
brought  up  to  consider  the 
colored  as  lower  than  low,  and  no 
one  you  would  want  to  associate 
with  and  now  here  she  was  with 
one  offering  to  walk  her  home  and 
taking  a  class  with  a  whole  lot  of 
them  plus  that  poor  kid  Hui  who 
wasn’t  exactly  colored  though  he 
wasn’t  white  either,  but  some¬ 
where  in  between  she  guessed  was 
where  the  orientals  fell.  Not  that 
she  hadn’t  known  a  lot  of  colored 
girls  in  the  service,  and  they  was 
just  as  good  as  anyone  else.  The 
things  they  brought  you  up  with! 
Like  how  they  used  to  talk  about 
the  Jews  when  she  was  in  school 
with  the  sisters,  how  if  they  got 
you  alone  they’d  strip  you  of  what 
they  could  get  and  leave  you  bare 
naked  in  the  street  which  was  why 
they  had  ris  up  in  the  world  like 
they  had.  Her  teacher,  Ann,  was  a 
Jew,  she’d  heard  some  of  them 
say  so.  Well,  one  thing  you  did 
learn  from  being  queer  was  not  to 
judge  no  one  ’cause  you  had 
found  out  first  hand  how  it  felt. 
“God  made  us  all  with  our  own 
cross  to  bear”  was  how  Fran  used 
to  put  it,  “and  we  of  all  people 
can’t  afford  to  look  down  on  no¬ 
body.”  So  she  told  the  colored 
fellow  no  thank  you  very  polite 
and  went  on  her  way  home. 

She  had  to  go  right  past  the 
liquor  store  and  she  stopped  there 
for  a  moment  ’cause  she  wished 
she  could  have  just  one,  it  made 
her  sleep  a  little  better  and  she’d 
had  trouble  with  her  sleeping  ever 
since  Fran  passed,  but  she  knew  if 
she  did,  she  wouldn’t  stop  with 
one,  and  then  she  wouldn’t  make 
it  to  class  and  she  didn’t  want  that 
little  dyke  teacher  of  her’s  to 
assume  nothing,  maybe  say,  “Oh 
she  was  already  drunk  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  from  the  way  she  was  running 
her  mouth,”  something  like  that. 
So  she  didn’t  stop,  just  went  right 
on  home,  pretending  she  could 
hear  Fran’s  voice  saying  to  her, 
“Oh,  I’m  so  glad,  Josie,  you 
made  the  right  decision.”  Not  that 
she’d  really  had  a  problem  when 
Fran  was  alive,  it  was  just  that 
she’d  always  been  the  type  that 
liked  to  party  once  in  a  while  while 
Fran  was  more  the  good  type  that 
had  almost  gone  into  the  convent 
instead  of  the  service  where  Josie 
had  met  her!

Between  the  Lines 


By  Lesbian  And  Gay  Media 
Advocates  (LAGMA) 

At  a  recent  LAGMA  meeting 
the  problem  of  terminology  came 
up  in  relation  to  a  title  from  a 
newspaper  article  some  of  us  had 
read:  “Gay  mother  gets  custody.” 
Should  the  title  have  read: 
“Lesbian  mother  gets  custody  ”? 
A  discussion  ensued  on  whether  to 
use  “gay”  or  “lesbian”  and  then, 
of  course,  whether  to  approach  the 
writer  of  the  article  and  try  to  get 
her  to  understand  the  terminology 
issue.  Well,  when  we  discovered 
that  there  were  differences  of 
opinion,  even  amongst  us,  we 
thought  it  would  be  wise  to  work 
out  our  own  feelings  and  get  your 
opinions  on  the  matter  before  we 
attempt  to  explain  things  to  the 
media. 

So,  our  article  this  week  is  a 
preliminary  discussion  of  ter¬ 
minology  in  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community  —  specifically  that 
relating  to  women.  Up  to  now, 
nothing  definite  or  consistent  has 
been  determined  concerning  what 
to  call  ourselves,  in  public  or 
otherwise.  Yet  it  is  important  to  be 
able  to  define  ourselves  with 
appropriate  and  accurate  ter¬ 
minology,  and  to  feel  comfortable 
with  the  terms  we  have  chosen.  By 
tracing  our  associations  with  the 
words  we  are  using  to  describe 
ourselves  —  “lesbian,”  “gay,” 
“dyke,”  “homosexual”  —  we  can 
begin  to  change  hidden  meanings 
into  meanings  which  accurately 
describe  our  feelings  about 
ourselves. 

While  some  of  us,  upon  hearing 
the  word  “lesbian,”  imagine  a 
woman  who  is  strong  and  inde¬ 
pendent  —  with  any  number  of 
other  qualities  possible  —  others 
conjure  up  images  of  man-hating 
women,  or  women  with  tendencies 
toward  nymphomania.  Still  others 
feel  this  term  indicates  a  strong 
political  consciousness.  To  some, 
a  “dyke”  is  a  tough  woman.  To 
others  “dyke”  is  a  term  of 
endearment  or  a  word  used  only  in 
jest.  And  there  are,  of  course, 


other  possibilities.  The  same 
variables  apply  to  the  word 
“homosexual.” 

Perhaps  even  prior  to  our 
concern  about  being  accurately 
described,  we  need  to  address  the 
problem  of  having  our  presence 
felt  within  the,  so-called  “gay 
community.” 

For  example,  the  term  “man¬ 
kind”  has  come  to  signify  all  of 
humankind.  Yet  it  silently 
excludes  women.  Similarly,  the 
word  “gay”  is  synonymous  with 
“homosexual,”  yet  it  too  silently 
excludes  women.  So  for  people 
who  don’t  know  any  better,  there 
are  not  “female  homosexuals.”  It 


would  seem,  that  there  is  a  need 
for  words  which  strongly  suggest 
female  presence. 

Three  women,  who  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  LAGMA,  have  written 
comments  about  their  use  of  the 
word  “lesbian”: 

I  obviously  fluctuate  on  my 
terminology.  For  example,  last 
month  my  grocer  looked  at  me  and 
said,“Oh,  I  saw  you  on  the  news. 
What  was  that  about?”  I  realized 
that  to  say  the  word  “lesbian”  to 
this  man  was  just  too  hard,  so  I 
quickly  muttered,  “It  was  for  gay 
rights.”  Somehow,  that  seemed 
safer,  less  radical,  more  culturally 
desensitized  a  term. 


I  use  the  term  “lesbian”  as  an 
adjective,  not,  as  in:  “I  am  a 
lesbian,”  but  rather,  “I  am 
lesbian,”  thus  making  it  part  of  me 
rather  than  putting  my  indi¬ 
viduality  within  a  category. 
“Lesbian”  connects  to 
“feminism”  for  me,  a  certain  way 
of  looking  at  things,  a  certain  sense 
of  confidence.  I  have  to  feel 
confident  to  use  the  word  because 
in  the  world  at  large,  “lesbian” 
does  stand  on  its  own  and  is  much 
more  dangerous  than  the  word 
“gay.” 

When  I  am  with  other  lesbian 
women,  I  use  the  term  “lesbian” 
because  it  feels  comfortable  in  that 
context.  If  I  am  unsure  of  the  level 
of  consciousness  of  my  audience,  I

security  clearance  issued  by  the 
Army.  The  Army  turned  Preston 
down  because,  he  learned  much 
later.  Army  administrators  felt 
that  he  did  not  qualify  under  an 
army  general  rule  which  states  that 
“persons  eligible  for  such  a  clear¬ 
ance  must  be  stable,  of  excellent 
character  and  discreet,  and  not 
subject  to  undue  influence  or 
duress  through  exploitable 
personal  conduct.”

negative,  evil,  even  a  shocking  feel 
to  it  for  someone  who  has  had  only 
limited  exposure  to  lesbian  and  gay 
people.

rules.  If  the  documentary  had 
gotten  bogged  down  in  a  display  of 
rhetoric  (which  it  did  not)  it  might 
have  lost  its  usefulness  as  a  tool  for 
social  action.  This  is  the  kind  of 
film  which  should  be  shown  in 
schools  and  at  conferences,  as  a 
catalyst  for  organizing  more  effec¬ 
tively.  In  addition,  the  barely  sub¬ 
merged  issues  of  gay  male  sexism 
are  evident,  but  not  exploited.  I 
don’t  find  the  failure  to  address 
this  issue  a  failing  of  the  film.  To 
the  contrary,  I  think  there’s 
another  film  to  be  made  about  the 
fact  that  there  will  be  no  “gay” 
liberation  unless  gay  men  begin  to 
deal  with  the  fact  that  patriarchy  is 
a  disease.

prepared  to  ‘bunk  in’  for  five 
years  or  so.” 

Why,  then,  did  the  Army  give 
up  without  a  fight  in  Preston’s 
case?  According  to  an  Army 
source,  it  was  “the  common-sense 
thing  to  do.”  The  source  told 
GCN  that  the  Army,  after 
reviewing  the  security  clearance 
guidelines  for  civilians  seeking  to 
work  for  the  Army  on  contract 
through  their  employer,  realized 


Poofters  can  be  added  to  the  small 
but  growing  list  of  independently 
made  films  which  are  at  the  same 
time  documenting  our  struggle 
and  providing  the  impetus  for  a 
continuation  of  that  struggle.  The 
thing  to  remember  is  that  gay  films 
are  part  of  the  struggle.  We  must 
get  ourselves  out  of  that  commer¬ 
cial  headset  which  tells  us  that 
someday  someone  will  make  a 
stunning  commercial  film  which 
will  become  the  gay  Gone  With 
The  Wind  and  suddenly  mom  and 
dad  will  “understand”  because 
Hollywood  says  it’s  so.  We  must 
begin  to  accept  the  fact  that  such  a 
thing  will  never  happen  and  begin 
to  support  superb  independent 
filmmakers  like  these  in  the  work 
that  needs  to  be  done.  Because 
when  a  slick  California  version  of 


that  these  applicants  were  being 
denied  procedural  due  process 
which  soldiers  and  Army  em¬ 
ployees  were  not  being  denied. 
“We’ve  simply  agreed  to  now 
apply  those  rules  [governing 
uniformed  personnel  and  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  Army]  to  contractor 
employees.” 

Preston  told  the  army  he  is  gay 
while  taking  a  polygraph  test  — 
part  of  the  application  process  for
